Representative Gathering Discusses Plans 
for Relief 


Some one hundred and twenty-five 
people assembled at the Newton Club 
on Monday evening In response to the 
call sent out by the Social Service 
committee of the Newton Federation 
to consider the plan for centralizing 
the various activities of the city, civic, 
philanthropic, church and charitable. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Mrs. a. H. Wilkins, acting president 
of the Federation. Mayor Hatfield 
waB chosen chairman and Miss Grace 
M. Burt, clerk. 

Mrs. B. E. Taylor, chairman of the 
Social Service committee, waB Intro- 
duced as the firBt speaker. Mrs. Tay- 
lor in presenting the subject cited 
various things that have been accom- 
plished by the Federation in the past, 
— the police matron, river patrol, con- 
tribution to the Claflin Field fund and 
tuberculosis camp at the hospital. 
The committee has, however, been un- 
able to meet the work as it ought, 
from constant changing of its person- 
nel and the longer and longer vaca- 
tion periods, which Newton people 
are indulging in the present time. 
For a long time they have felt the 
need of centralizing in order to con- 
serve time, strength, and money, the 
very divided situation of the city mak- 
lng it all the more necessary. 

At the present time the work whch 
the Federation might do is beyond 
the powers of a volunteer committee. 
She then mentioned various matters I 
which her committee hope to under- 
take. It is not the purpose of the 
Federation, she said, to form a new 
organization — there are enough or- 
ganizations — but to establish a cen- 
tral bureau in charge of a well trained 
person who can bring into it all the 
information necessary for the better 
serving of the different existing or- 
ganizations, for example, the Associ- 
ated Charities, the District Nurs- 
ing Association, the Hospital Aid, the 
Playground, the Church clubs, and 
even certain city departments. The 
Federation has undertaken to finance 
the Initial steps and in the course of 
time when it has proved Its useful- 
ness It is hoped that the bureau will 
become self-supDortine. 

C, C. Carstens, secretary of the Mas- 
sachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children, then told 
of Instances where such Information 
as could be gathered in such a bu- 
reau has been of untold value. He 
said It is not impossible to have seven 
different nurseB serve the same fam- 
ily, sent. by as many different agencies 
and all gratuitously. There seemB to 
be a passion just now to serve our 
fellowmen, but some organization of 
that effort is a blessing. Strange to 
say there is a feeling of “Woe unto 
him who interferes with our pet phil- 
anthropy,” and so it seems to be al- 
most the last step when a community 
gets together in its social service. Mr. 
Carstens emphasized the added 
strength which would come from the 
weaving together of the threads of 
service of the separate organizations. 


At the school meet held last Sat- 
urday afternoon in Boston, Newton 
High won Fifth place with a total 
of 6 3-4 points. Tucker won second 
place in the 1000 yard run, while Ri- 
der and Whitney qualified in the fi- 
nals for 600 yeards, Rider winning 
third place. In the relay race, New- 
ton had a walkover with Brookline 
High winning with a third of a lap 
to spare. Newton’s team consisted 
of Adams, McAlllBter, Raymond and 
Tucker. 

The concert given by the Schubert 
Quartet, assisted by MIbb Janet 
Chesney, reader, held Monday evening 
In the Newton Technical High School 
brought out a large audience. The 
vocal selections and readings brought 
forth much applause, after which 
dancing was enjoyed until 11. The 
quartet consisted of H. 8. Tripp, 
first tenor, C. W. Swaine, second ten- 
or, W. W. Walker, baritone, A. C. 
Steele, basso. 


There ought to be paid, trained serv- 
ice to draw these various cords to- 
gether — a person giving time, thought, 
energy to the work. Volunteer Bervice 
Is good, but it 1b intermittent. It 
may be as good as paid service, except 
from its Intermittent character. He 
did not quite agree with Mrs. Taylor 
In thinking that no new organization 
Is necessary; he felt that there ihould 
be a new sort of an organization, — a 
committee or a board of directors to 
help in the steering of this co-ordinat- 
ing process. It should be as simple 
and flexible as possible, as need re- 
quires, the different organizations be- 
ing represented upon it. As sugges- 
tions he said, there might be a dis- 
trict nursing group, a social service 
group, a relief and personal service 
group, a recreation group to study the 
subject, for recreation la a subject 
that needs serious study. Whole- 
some recreation la essential to any 
child and a preventive of trouble. 
Under the neighborhood serving 
group he placed the day nursery as- 
sociations, Bince they are dealing with 
the families with which the other or- 
ganizations are also dealing. He then 
described what Is known as the confi- 
dential exchange of information, 
which Boston have and a few other 
cities, and Is being gradually a'dopted 
by other places. It is needed In every 
community of 10,000 inhabitants and 
therefore was long ago needed In 
Newton. This bureau of confidential 
Information accomplishes two things, 
namely, stops over-lapping and makes 
It possible for various organizations 
to work together for a plan. It will 
be inevitable sooner or later. Isn't it 
time to do It now? It will give more 
to do and enable you to do it more ef- 
ficiently. 

George H. Ellis had been announced 
to speak, but he was detained in 
Lawrence, so the meeting was thrown 
open for informal discussion. Ques- 
tions were asked relative to the en- 
larging of the scope of some of the 
existing organizations rather than 
forming a new organization, but in 
Mr. Carstens’ opinion none of them 
would quite fill the bill. The Asso- 
ciated Charities was suggested, but 
there are many people, who might 
seek assistance of a Bureau of New- 
ton Activities, who would never ap- 
proach any organization bearing the 
name charity in Rb title. Mr. Melcher, 
who has been looking up matters 
concerning playgrounds and has ac- 
cumulated considerable literature on 
the subject, suggested that It might 
be deposited at such a bureau for the 
benefit of those in other parts of the 
city to consult, — similarly as such 
material is kept on file at the Town 
Room In Boston. After discussion it 
was voted that a committee of seven, 
including the chairman of the Social 
Service committee and the President 
of the Federation, be appointed by the 
Federation president to take up fur- 
ther consideration of the subject.

NEW METHOD OF POOR RELIEF 

The Charity department has inau- 
gurated a new plan to furnish aid to 
its outdoor poor in the most efficient 
and most economical fashion. A room 
has been fitted up at the City Home 
on Winchester street, Newton High- 
lands and supplies of flour, sugar, tea, 
butter, salt pork, salt fish, condensed 
milk, beans, peas, potatoes, corn, 
meal, oat meal, rice and soap are pur- 
chased In wholesale quantities and 
delivered at the homes of the appli- 
cants by department employees. In 
case of necessity, the former method 
of orders on a local store are still 
used but Overseer of the Poor Lowe 
Is certain that a considerable saving 
can be affected by the new method. 

Grocery orders issued by the de- 
partment have averaged something 
like $6800 annually for the past few 
years and It has been found that in 
some cases money Instead of grocer- 
ies have been given the applicants 
and In one case a box of clgarB waB 
obtained on an order for the neces- 
saries of life. The new plan will pre- 
vent such abuses in the future. The 
system has been in use In Waltham 
for the past 16 years and In Boston 
for at least 25 years, as well as in 
other cities, so it is not an experi- 
ment 4n any sense.

METROPOLITAN COOPERATION 

(Continued from Pnge 1.) 

The Executive Committee shall have 
power to appoint from the Council 
or from the Association at lnrge, such 
Btandlng committees as may from 
time to time seem desirable, and to 
tlx the number of members on each 
Committee and the duties thereof. 

Article 5. The Annual Meeting of 
the Association shall be held in Oct- 
ober, and there shall be a stated 
meeting in March, the dates of each 
of these meetings to be fixed by the 
Executive Committee. 

Special meetings of the Association 
may be called by the Executive Com- 
mittee at any time, and may be 
called upon the written request of 
ten members. But no business shall 
be done at such special meetings ex- 
cept Btich as Bhall be specified in 
the call. 

Notice of such special meeting, and 
a statement of the business to be 
done, shall be sent by the Secretary 
by mail to each member of the As- 
sociation at least three days before 
the time appointed for the meeting. 

At any meeting of the Association 
twenty-five members shall constiute 
a quorum. 

Meetings of the General Council 
and meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee shall be held at such times 
as these bodies shall respectively ap- 
point. 

Article 7. The annual dues from 
each individual member shall be one 
dollar payable on the first day of 
October In each year. 

Any member who remains in de- 
fault for sixty days in payment of 
his dues Bhall cease to be a member 
of the Association. 

Members of the General Council 
and members of the Executive Com- 
mittee and all honorary members 
shall be exempt from the payment of 
dues. 

The annual dues from each muni- 
cipal corporation member Bhall be 
— dollars, payable on or before the 
first day of October in each year. 

Article 8. Any city or town In any 
of the existing Metropolitan Districts 
may in Its corporate capacity be- 
come a member of this Association 
upon sending to the Secretary a copy 
of the vote of its governing board 
or boards, or of Its Selectmen, de- 
claring the wish of such city or town 
to join this Assoclpflon. 

Any city or town not within the 
Metropolitan Districts may, in Its cor- 
porate capacity, become a member of 
this Association upon application to 
and approval of the General Council. 

Article 9. In all cases where the 
action or judgment of the Associa- 
tion upon any public matter Is to be 
taken by vote, each city or town shall 
have one vote to be cast by its rep- 
resentative in the General Council.

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on February 28 reports of the 
State Federation meeting were given 
by Mrs. Nella I. Daggett and Mra. 
Anna L. Bailey. The program of the 
morning was unusual and most Inter- 
esting. John Hermann Loud spoke 
on “The Evolution of Church Music" 
and illustrated many points of his talk 
upon the piano. He began by saying 
that It 1 b a boundless subject and not 
possible to cover It in the course or 
an hour’s talk. To fully understand 
the subject It is necessary to go back 
to the dawn of the Christian era. The 
early Christians used no Instruments 
whatever In their services, but hymns 
and psalms were borrowed part- 
ly from the Hebrew temple service 
and partly from the Greek service and 
they were rendered autiphonally by 
priests and people. We find Instru- 
ments berore the 4th century. St. 
Ambrose, who became biHhop of Mi- 
lan In the latter part of Ihe 4th cen- 
tury, originated what are known as 
the AmbroBlan ecclesiastical scales 
and Introduced music into the church 
service. He also eucouraged Binging 
schools. Two hundred years later St. 
Gregory arranged the Gregorian 
chants, setting a stamp upon church 
ihubIc which liaB never been effaced 
and his work has furnished the model 
for all great classical workB of older 
writers. In the 16th century Greek 
names were given to the different 
BcaleB and the changes made at that 
lime served as u foundation of all 
music aud will for all time to come. 
In the 14th century were produced the 
strong branches which bore the beau- 
tiful fruit of the 15th and 16th cen- 
turies, — the pure chorals which have 
never been improved upon. 

Turning from Europe to America 
Mr. Loud pointed out the effect which 
tho strife between RoyallBt and Furl- 
tun had upon the church music. Tho 
Royalist founded the Episcopal church 
and the Puritan the Congregational. 
The vaBt difference In the music In 
earlier years In these two bodies Is 
directly due to these Influences. The 
first book of hymns used among the 
Puritans was published in England 
by Thomas Ravenscroft. In this will 
be found tunes whose names are still 
familiar to us, though the tunes them- 
selves have been re-arranged. The 
first book published In the colonies 
was the Bay Psalm Book, but the first 
book of harmonised tunes did not ap- 
pear until 1716. AH the singing or 
the Puritans up to the (piddle of the 


17th century was In unison, but the 
Episcopal churches introduced the 
music heard In the English cathed- 
rals. The first organ In this country 
was placed in Trinity church, New 
York, and the first In Boston In King s 
Chapel about 1730. The latter was the 
gift or Sir Thomas Battle, who de- 
sired "a sober man, who could play 
upon It with a loud noise.” By 1760 
church muBlc had gained quite a foot- 
hold. Singing schools were organized 
and singing masters came to the front. 
The congregational singing was there- 
by greatly Improved. Choirs were 
formed by the end of the 18th cen- 
tury. More difficult music was Intro- 
duced such as the congregations were 
unable to Bing. In the beginning of 
the 19th century we find the churches 
going back to the old hymns and 
psalms of earlier days. Of 19th cen- 
tury namea three stand out promin- 
ently, Thomas Hastings, Nathaniel 
Gould and Lowell Mason, the father 
of church music In America. The lat- 
ter’s work served both the religious 
and artistic ends. Under his direc- 
tion the Park street Church choir 
became the best known of the time, 
and at his death in 1872 church mu- 
sic had practically reached the place 
that It has today. 

In speaking of the introduction of 
Instruments Into the church Mr. Loud 
stated that first came the pitch pipe, 
then the tuning fork, the ’cello, the 
oboe, flute, violin and lastly the or- 
gan. There was argument as which 
should take the leading part, men or 
women, but finally It was given to the 
sopranos, but solos were a long time 
coming. It was considered immodest 
for a woman to sing a solo in church. 
Mr. Loud told of the forming of boy 
choirs and considers their general 
use to be one of the greatest stepB 
ahead, while the class of music Bung 
by them, as a whole is superior to 
that sung In other churches. He em- 
phasized the necessity for good music 
In our church services. People won’t 
go to church when they can hear bet- 
ter music outside the church. He 
touched briefly on the work of some 
of the English organists for church 
muBlc and in closing spoke of the Eu- 
ropean composers who have been the 
masters of religious music, Bach, 
Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven. Mr. 
Loud delighted his hearers by play- 
ing selections from Mendelssohn's 
Midsummer Night’s Dream overture, 
and an example from Bach, and Bee- 
thoven, and closed with his own ar- 
rangement of the Pi+grim Chorus from 
Tannhauser. 

All those who had the pleasure of 
hearing Mr. A. Foxon Ferguson or Ox- 
ford lecture on "The Folk Ixjre and 
Folk Songs of England" before tho 
Newton Centre Woman's Club on 
Thursday afternoon were convinced, 
if never berore, that humor Is really 
seldom lacking In the English make- 
up. Notwithstanding, he had ad- 
dressed sixteen audiences In the eigh- 
teen days since his arrival in this 
country he brought plenty of enthus- 
iasm to his subject because of his 
great interest In these anonymous, 
artlesB songs, which have lost all per- 
sonality of the composer, but have 
been sung all down through the years 
for the pure love of the singing. They 
are not sentimental BongB, but joyful 
and of the open. Among thoBe which 
he rendered were, Through Bushes 
and through Briars, Little Sir Wil- 
liam, The Brisk Young Widow, A 
Spring Carol, Seventeen came Sunday 
and KeyB of Heaven. Some of them 
were made on a curious scale with odd 
refrains or choruses. He was very 
witty and his mere aspect was mirth 
provoking.

A capacity house at the First Unl- 
versallBt Church greeted the mem- 
bers of the "Lend-A-Hand Society" 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, 
when they presented tho three-act 
drama, "Our Folks” by a cast In which 
appeared all were stars. Much credit 
is due Mr. W. O. Partridge, who con- 
ducted the rehearsals, but the fact re- 
mains that there Is splendid talent 
and dramatic ability among members 
of the Society. Mr. Bridges took one 
of the most difficult parts, but made 
a big “hit” with the audience. The 
young ladies played their parts with 
perfect ease, the lines being well de- 
livered, and the applause wnicn tney 
received was well merited. The en- 
tire audience gave evidence that every 
act was appreciated to the fullest ex- 
tent and the Society Is to be congratu- 
lated on the success which they 
achieved.

EVENING INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
CLOSES FOR THE YEAR 

Closing exercises of the Evening In- 
dustrial School were held Wednesday 
evening In the Newton Technical High 
School, with a large attendance, all 
pupils who had registered In the night 
school being allowed to Invite their 
friends. Mr. Kelley of the Architec- 
tural Drawing School, made the Intro- 
ductory remarks and presented the 
school with a picture which was the 
gift of the Evening Industrial class. 
Dr. Spaulding accepted the gift, mak- 
ing a short addresB to the evening 
school, after which Mr. Hebard Intro- 
duced Mayor Hatfield, who made the 
principal address. He referred to the 
opportunities which are afforded the 
pupils of the Newton schools and the 
expense attending them, but called at- 
tention to the fact that the expense 
was justifiable when people consid- 
ered the gratifying results. He urged 
them, because of that expenBe, to take 
a great deal of Interest In their home 
city and to endeavor to take an active 
part In Its welfare. Capt. Howard, 
the chairman of the school committee, 
made a few well-chosen remarks, af- 
ter which selections w’ere rendered 
by the High School Orchestra, and 
Miss Ruggles played two numbers on 
the 'cello. The Evening Industrial 
School has been run under a partner- 
ship, the members of which are the 
City of Newton and the State of Mas- 
sachusetts. The State enters into it 
to give men and women an oppor- 
tunity to improve themselves in trades 
and occupations. The average school 
in an ordinary city cannot afford to 
meet the expenses of an evening 
school, bo the State comes to their 
assistance on condition that they meet 
certain requirements, refunding one- 
half of the expense of industrial 
work to the city. The State sets cer- 
tain standards which mast be lived 
up to by the city. One hundred and 
thirty certificates were given by the 
school committee to pupils who had 
done BatiBfactory work In the differ- 
ent courses, after which Mr Hebbard 
closed the exercises. 

The courses of the evening schools 
are as follows: machine shop practice, 
shop mathematics, machine drawing, 
architectural drawing, cooking, sew- 
ing, dress making, commercial course, 
bookkeeping, shorthand, typewriting, 
penmanship, arithmetic. 

There was alBo an exhibition of 
sewing and dressmaking which was 
done during the year and a demon- 
stration of paper-bag cooking. At the 
close of the exercises, dancing wsb 
enjoyed In the gymn&Bium, with mu- 
sic by the High School Orchestra.

The first of the series of Lenten 
Lectures at Ihe Church of the New 
Jerusalem, Newtonvillo, was given by 
the Rev. George S. Wheeler pastor of 
the Swedenborgian church at Bridge- 
water, Mass., last Sunday evening. 
Mr. Wheeler's topic was "Reality and 
Appearance in the Bible, or Truth 
and the Appearance of Truth." 

After quoting passages from the 
Bible showing the apparent contra- 
dictions In regard to the nnture of the 
Divine Being — such as H1 b being 
changeable and unchangeable, with- 
out anger and yet with "the anger 
that smokes” — the speaker showed 
how a large part of the Word is so 
written that conflicting IdeaB and be- 
liefs can be and are taken from ltB 
pages. The question wbb then raised 
as to how this contradictory aspect 
could be reconciled with the claim 
that the Bible is the spiritual Word of 
God. 

The answer made was that the 
principle or law- of adaption solved 
the difficulty. The Bible is the reve- 
lation of God's nature, but alBO a rev- 
elation of man’s nature. In all his 
states of evil as well as good. 

Though given by God It' came 
through the Instrumentality of men,- 
and in lie outward form must snow 
the coloring of their imperfect human , 
states and experiences. The outer 
form in which the Word is clothed 
must be adapted to and express the 
varying states of those to whom it 1 b 
addressed. 

Many illustrations of this were j 
given. But beneath all this outward 
appearance that the Wor£ treats of 
natural affairs and conditions lies a ( 
sense that Is addressed to the spirit- i 
ual part of man, the realm of prlncl- < 
pie, affection and thought. This is 
the real behind the apparent. ^ 

It is in this realm of principle veil- f 
ed by the outer covering of the appar- ] 
ent that the divine quality of the j 
Word is manifested. The arrows of 
critism and scepticism are aimed at 
the historical and literary dressing or T 
the Word, but fail to touch the veiled * 
and vital realm that lies within. 

The key to solving the problem and B 
to finding the proof of the divine nat- j 
ure of the Word lies in the laws of E 
analogy. The speaker closed with the 
assertion that this law of analogy or , 
correspondence between natural and 1 
spiritual things would eventually re- 6 
place the Word in its Bupreme posi- c 
tion as the Divine Presence with men. 8 

The lecture next Sunday evening ^ 
will be on the subject, “Swedenborg- i 
ianlsm vs. Spiritism," and will be B 
given by the Rev. John Goddard, the t 
pastor of the Newtonvllle Society, j 
Because Swedenborg, upon whose in- j 
terpretatlon of the Bible the New a 
Church is founded, claimed to have f. 
seen into the world beyond, many 
people suppose him to have been a - 
kind of "medium.” This lecture is de- 
signed to show his real status in this 
respect, and also to Bhow why the 
New Church itself disapproves and 
discourages the search after communi- 
cation with the unseen. The public 
Ib most cordially Invited to this lect- 
ure, which will begin at 8 o’clock. All 
seats will be free, as usual, and there 
will be no collection.

COMMANDER GOW DEAD 

Commander John L. Gow, U. S. N. 
retired, died last Saturday at hiB home 
in Quincy from an attack of heart dis- 
ease. 

Capt. Gow was born in Washing- 
ton, Penn., May 12, 1857, and was ap- 
pointed to the United StateB Naval 
Academy from Indiana. He gradu- 
ated In June, 1878, jib a cadet engi- 
neer, and passed through all the 
grades of the engineering service to 
that of chief.

In consequence of his 
physical condition he was retired from 
nie service in 1908, subsequent to 
which he served on courtmartial duty 
at the Boston Navy Yard. 

He was a member of the American 
Society of Naval Engineers. Capt. Gow 
is survived by a widow, Myra, the 
daughter of Mrs. A. K. Tolman of 
West Newton, and one daughter, 
Eleanor. 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day afternoon In the historic Unitar- 
ian church at Quincy and were at- 
tended by many U. S. and Argentine 
Republic naval officers and citizens. 
The Marine band, a company of ma- 
rines and a detachment of blue jack- 
ets came from the Charlestown navy 
yard for escort duty and full naval 
honors were given.

He was educated in 
the schools of New Bedford and Com- 
er’s business college in Boston and 
became associated with his father and 
brother in the banking bouse of Jameb 
Hammett & Sons, from which he re- 
tired in 1884. “ Subsequently he was 
identified with many important enter- 
prises and waB prominent for many 
years In the financial circles of Bos- 
ton and Newton. 

His most, enduring work was done 
in the upbuilding of the street rail- 
way system of Newton and the neigh- 
boring towns, of which he was one 
of the originators and to which he 
devoted for many years his financial 
support und his untiring energy. His 
foresight has been abnndantiy justi- 
fied In the success of these enterprises 
for which he worked so enthusiasti- 
cally. iWth others he was instru- 
mental in the laying out of Norumbega 
and Lexington Parks in connection 
with the street railway system. He 
was a director in the Newton, Com- 
monwealth Avenue, Wellesley & Bos- 
ton, Lexington & Boston and other 
street railway companies now em- 
braced in the Boston Suburban Elec- 
tric Companies, of which he continued 
to be an officer up to the time of hiB 
death. He had been a director of 
various banking and mining compan- 
ies, resigning most of the positions 
aB falling health compelled a cessa- 
tion of activity. 

Mr. Hammett was married in 1886 
to Miss Emma Frances Hartshorne, 
daughter of Mr. Charles D. Haris- 
horne of Walpole, Mass., Mr. and Mrs. 
Hammett came soon after their mar- 
riage to Newton, living for many 
years on Sargent street until their 
recent removal to the Croydon, on 
Centre street. Mr. Hammett was u 
member and a generous supporter of 
Chanuing (Unitarian) Church. He 
was one of the founders und for u 
long time an officer of the Unitarian 
Club of Newton. He was a man of 
rare personal charm, In whom 
strength of character was blended

UPLIFT HUMANITY 

Recent Sermon by Rev. Harry Lutz at 
Channing Church 


The following sermon given by Rev. 
Harry Lilts at Channing Church. New- 
ton, on Sunday, February 26, 1 b print- 
ed by request: 

"None of us llveth to himself.” 

“So then let us follow after things 
whereby we may build up one 
another.” — Rom. 14:7, 20. 

This great social fact and Injunc- 
tion was expressed in a motto of pur- 
pose by the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction: "UPLIFT 
HUMANITY.” These words express 
the modern attitude toward the prob- 
lem of life. The latter day thought ts 
characterized by an interest In the gen- 
eral uplift of human society. Not by 
attention to the advancement of any 
certain individuals or classes, but the 
promotion of the general welfare,— 
the life of people together. It recog- 
nizes that 

"Not one by doing right alone can 
mend the way, 

But must all do right together.** 

In times past religious teaching and 
emphasis has been upon Individual 
salvation. Its injunction was: "Work 
out your own salvation.” The world 
life was treated with contempt, as an 
entanglement of evils; from which 
the individual could free himself only 
by getting Into a supernatural atti- 
tude toward the unseen spiritual 
realm. It held his interest and at- 
tention to the beyond, to lay up treas- 
ures In heaven for Ills enjoyment; 
when he shall have escaped this sin- 
ful world. 

This idea and attitude has char- 
acterized the past. Yet, notwith- 
standing thlB general contempt Tor 
human society, it has steadily ad- 
vanced through the ages. There were 
good people in spite of their imputa- 
tion to themselves of total depravity. 
The devotees of religion were them- 
selves better than their theology. 
Hence, while the teaching was "save 
thyself,” the common life has been 
steadily uplifted. The general social 
advancement was not the aim, but It 
came as a result. For the endeavor 
after personal Balvatlon Issued in per- 
sonal Improvement. Though its prime 
concern was personal gain, the Inci- 
dental result was an Improvement of 
morals; and a general advancement 
of human Boclety necessarily followed. 

There is no finer tribute to the 
native goodnesa of humanity, than the 
tact of people growing steadily better 
through the ages in spite of their own 
theological imputation of inherited 
guilt and world iniquity. It was this 
general development of culture and 
morals led people to see at last: that 
the scheme of individual salvation 
from the world, to seek the heavenly 
bliss while leaving the rest of hu- 
manity to Bink in iniquity, was wrong. 
The tendency of its interest is all 
toward oneself and his own welfare. 
It is essentially selflBh. 

This development came at last to 
the better world-thought which real- 
ized the great fact of human life, that 
is voiced by the poet: 

“Heaven's gate is Bhut to him that 
comes alone." 

We shall get to no heaven hereafter 
or anywhere, that we do not begin to 
ereale and enjoy now and here. Wo 
are Bocial beings. We are not so con- 
stituted that any one can live his 
real life alone, or be saved alone. 
Each life la inseparably linked with 
others, and the only heaven he is 
capable of really enjoying is shared 
with them. The individual comes to 
. full completeness of his personality 
only nB be rises to rightful relations 
In the social life, — the life together. The 
highest well-being and happiness of 
each one is involved in the welfare 
and happiness of nil. The rightful 
attitude toward God, the Father, be- 
gitiB in rightful and kindly relations 
of brothers and sisters in the human 
family hood. 

Therefore, the better Becond thought 
has abandoned the idea of escaping 
this life in order to gain a heaven 
hereafter, and turned attention to 
making this life a heaven of well-be- 
ing; that can be shared by all, and 
enjoyed now. With this turn of at- 
tention it wan plainly seen that there 
were everywhere unmistakable signs 
of such an intention inherent in the 
very nature of things; that It 1 b the 
will and law of God traced every- 
where In the universe of nature and 
being. It Is deeply implied in human 


institutions, laws, moral precepts, re- 
ligious teachings, theological beliefs, 
philosophical speculations, and tlie 
j cumulated world wlBdom in literature. 
All these are the outgrowth of man’s 
experience in the divinely inspired 
effort to understand and express him- 
self in relation to the life about him. 
Finely engraved upon the tablets or 
the human heart Is the law of higher 
good. Deep within the soul are the 
throbs of noble impulse, pure emo- 
tion; and the motions of high aspira- 
tion, and longings after the true and 
the renl 

"The motion of a hidden fire 
That trembles in the breast." 
expressed or unuttered Is the natural 
desire,— iB life's one great prayer for 
its full realization. 

From the vain search of a distant 
heaven to find God and the way of 
life, we have returned to find him 
within and his Intention written in 
the nature of our daily and hourly 
life here together. 

"Folded within our being, 

A wonder to ub Is taught 

Too deep for curious seeing, 

Or fathom of sounding thought. 

a • * * 

The Highest hides in the lowliest; 
Our Father and we are one!” 

Thus at last the world has come to 

look for the way of life in the life 
Itself. Everything we are, have, do, 
say, and think, are Bocial. The de- 
velopment of all our powers and fac- 
ulties is social; and, In the life to- 
gether, we find their use and exercise 
necessary for their further develop- 
ment. The social application of re- 
ligion has thus naturally and rightly 
superceded the theological other- 
world one. Religion is obedience to 
the soul’s native Impulse toward the 
true and noble relations In the life 
together. It is in becoming brothers 
and sisters, we become children of 
God. It is being true to the lowest, 
makes us true to the Highest. 

When the idea dawned upon thought 
that the world life come by ages of 
evolutionary process from lower or- 
ders through successive Btages to the 
present, It was noticed that this pro- 
gress came by the survival of the fit. 
When this was seen to be the law of 
teh process, quite naturally the first 
conclusion waa that therefore the fit 
ought to survive; and the unfit were 
neglected, and left to perish by their 
unfitnesB. But the deeper human 
feelings would not long tolerate this 
heartless theory. Neither would wis- 
dom permit It. It was quickly seen: 
that the highest welfare of even the 
fit did not lie In this line of proceed- 
ure. So there dawned another idea; 
that the strong ought to help the 
weak; that, if the fit are to become 
fitter, the welfare of the unfit must 
be regarded, so that the world life 
be all together uplifted. 

With that came a new conception 
of charity. It had long followed the 
Oriental precept: "Give to him that 
asketh.” But the practice of it was 
more for the benefit of the giver than 
the receiver, because it was for the 
motive of reward. The result of such 
indiscriminate giving was the self- 
gratulation of the giver and the pau- 
perization of the receiver. With the 
wiser thought about ttiia, It waB ob- 
served: that those who asked were not 
always those who needed; that asking 
became an easy and profitable busi- 
ness. Giving to askers makes beg- 
garB. Feeding tramps at the door 
creates tramps. Then it was discov- 
ered that such indiscriminate giving 
"to him that asketh” with hope of 
heavenly reward, was vicious to both 
giver and receiver. It created selfish 
conceit in the givers and pauperism 
in the receivers. 

Charity consists not in the gift, but 
the desire to help the less fortunate; 
and that involves seeing to It that it 
actually secures such help. Individ- 
uals cannot do this successfully each 
for himself. This necessitated collec- 
tive attention to the distribution of 
charity. This led to a study of the 
whole subject, and organization of 
charitable effort. Systematic investi- 
gation of need and administration of 
help by (lie speclully qualified becumc 
the method. Associated Charities are 
simply the common sense applica- 
tions of scientific management to so- 
ciety's obligation to the needy. 

Then it was further observed: tliat

tame short of the real object. To dis- 
pense tho necessaries of llfo to the 
unfortunate telmply supported them 
in a Btato of need. Something was 
needed to change the conditions. At- 
lontion then turned to means of as- 
sistance and encouragement to seir- 
help and self-efficiency. For, It was 
found where poverty and want were, 
there was some defect or ability or 
character, or something wrong In the 
surrounding conditions. Efforts were 
then directed to remedy these de- 
fects. Thus the word correction wub 
added Charity became the means, 
and correction of the wrong the real 
end to be sought. 

Now the thought has begun to take 
hold of the general unfolding intelli- 
gence about this matter: that it in- 
volves Btill more,— the study and ef- 
fort to so Improve nnd develop the 
liiBtitutlonB, lawH, manner of life, edu- 
cation. nnd Ideal Interests, as to make 
the better society; in which defects 
may be avoided, and thiiH do away 
with the need of either charity or cor- 
rection. This new conception and 
more positive aim are now included 
in the more comprehensive modern 
Interest nnd activity we call Social 
Service. 

It is precisely In line with this con- 
ception and aim the Newton Federa- 
tion of Women’s ®lubB through its 
Social Service Committee has set in 
motion the movement to centralize 
and systematize the civic, philan- 
thropic, church and charitable work 
of our city. This proposed organiza- 
tion of effort is for the conserva- 
tion of time, strength, and money, and 
make for greater efficiency in the 
community’s social service. It is to 
avoid the needless waste and also the 
consequent demoralization, when In- 
dependent activities repeat and over- 
lap the work of each other; and also 
the painfully suffered neglect that 
may fall between. 

Though the women s clubs are pro- 
moting thiB movement and establish- 
ing the organization, it is not their 
affair. It Is the city's affair. They 
are using their opportunities and ex- 
ceptional abilities to study the situ- 
ation, centralize the social service 
activities, and set the system going. 
It Is then expected that the city will 
take It over and make it permanent. 
It should receive the intelligent Inter- 
est and hearty cooperation of all the 
people. 

This Is Just a Bpeclmen of the splen- 
did works of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. It includes Borne 
800,000 women of our country, who 
are intelligently Btudylng and dealing 
with the vital questions of industrial 
and social conditions. They go to the 
heart of tho problem, which is found 
in the homes; and seek to bring about 
generally better conditions and more 
intelligent management. "They de- 
mand pure food; that the homekeeper 
may conserve the life of her house- 
hold. They emphasize moral training 
in the school as a necessary part of 
the training for citizenship." They 
work for home, city and state regu- 
lation of conditions surrounding the 
children in school, at work, and at 
play; with reference to a healthier, 
more Intelligent, and nobler manhood 
and womanhood in the rising genera- 
tion. In these and many other ways 
they are greatly serving the life of 
our time. 

The real significance of this splen- 
did work is not to be Interpreted as 
reflection of neglect upon the men. 
however that might be deserved; but 
as an Inspiring answer to the oppor- 
tunities which the women’s compara- 
tive freedom from the business and 
industrial pressure permits. It Is n 
splendid uprising to assume the 
Hlmre offered by a natural division of 
social labors Tor the uplift of human- 
ity and making the better world to 
come. 

The prime interest of our time is 
engaged with the Social Question; and 
Its watchword is Social Service. 
There are many and diverse theories 
and programs for Bocial reform and 
betterment. There are widely varied 
activities that are associated in the 
general movement for human uplift. 
Though the ideas are not clearly de- 
fined into any consensus of opinion 
as to the exact goal, there is a stead- 
ily massing unanimity of Bpirit and 
purpose. It is setting in motion 
the life-forces that ure destined to 
make the next great advance of civ- 
ilization. 

Money, political Influence, trusts, 
labor unions, and so on; are tremend- 
ous factors in the modern problem, 
and mUHt be reckoned with. But the 
power of truth Is greater than them 
all. One may make millions by 
wrongful methods, but it can be done 
only so long as the masses of people 
are Ignorant of the reul situation. A 
political niachiue may exercise far- 
reaching power, and bleed the people 
by corrupt usee of public office; hut 
it Is only so long as they nre able to 
cover the truth, and conceal the facts 
from the people. So also the mighty 
powers of capital and lubor trUHts 
must yield their abuses, and bow in 
deference to the advance of Truth. 

It is in Truth, not vague sentimental 
theories, tho modern social movement 
Is putting its trust. H is to bring 
truth to light the increasing numbers 
of men and women ure studying (he 
actual social life in ail its phases, its 
conditions, its defcctH, and its possi- 
bilities. The results of that study 
und the wisdom of experience is be- 
ing systematically or^mlzed for con- 
certed moral pressure and activity, 
it acts us a wedge, driven by the in- 
vincible force of truth into the world- 
life; und today the mighty powers of 
wrongful oppression that have long 
held sway are yielding and giving 
way on either side. 

Many instances will come to mind 
at the mention of it. We may inquire: 
What Is (he aource^f thiu seemingly 
new-found force, and what is the se- 
cret of Its comparatively sudden re- 
lease? It is not that the force la new; 
but that mankind have at last turned 
attention to where it Ilea, — in the j 
human life. They have long been 
looking to ihe heavens for it, and let- 
ting the world-life be what It would. 
Now they are looking into the life at 
hand, to Bee what people are, what 
forcea go to make them aa they are, 
and act as they do; when they go 
wrong, what misleads them; what 
possibilities of good are in them lylug 
dormant and may be awakened to ac- 
tivity; and what forces should be em- 


ployed to uplift (ho life of all to- 
gether. 

The field of study In wide bb the 
world, nnd Includes every phase of 
personal nnd social life. It has given 
rise to n new science, — the science 
of human life together — called by the 
general tinnic of Sociology. It is the 
branch of learning first in importance 
today. All other sciences are yielding 
to It, and following In It a train; for 
the reason that it is canting a light 
of truth that breakB upon the whole 
play of life. 

Not only is this new light and the 
forces it hae released being organized; 
hut now there are schools where this 
wisdom Is systematically taught, and ' 
trained workers prepared to effective- 
ly carry It Into execution. This fact 
ts far-reaching in Its significance ; and 
great things, we may confidently be- 
lieve, must come of It. 

Theology is the branch of learning 
that is slowest about yielding to the 
new social science. Religions are 
naturally conservative, looking to the 
paBt for revealed authority, conse- 
quently they usually get left behind 
the timee. The very llfe-forceB they 
themselves release, are caught up by 
other agencies and swept on in ad- 
vance of the religious system; which 
follows later In their train. They 
have long looked to the heavens of the 
supernatural for light of truth and 
some cataclysmic demonstration of 
spiritual power to bring a millennium. 
They are now beginning to realize 
the vanity of such expectation, and 
reluctantly are yielding to the light 
that Is rising about them to which 
they themselves have all the while 
been incidentally contributing. 

Liberal Religion is not at this dis- 
advantage. It turned away from the 
authority of the past, and refused to 
be hound by tradition. It abandoned 
the vain expectation of supernatural 
revelation of truth and good from the 
distant heavens. It looks to the act- 
ual present world, in the faith: that 
God is here and waiteth to be known; 
that truth and good are native in the 
real qualities of personal being, and 
are at command of the human will 
to he put forth. It seeks to know 
these forcea and wisely direct them 
toward their ideal end. It is ready to 
revise its opinions in sight of new 
truth whatever name it bears. ItB 
animating spirit 1 b zeal for the good. 
Its faith In humanity as the source of 
truth and good has been justified by 
the great social movement of our time. 
And lo! the light of truth has bright- 
ened far beyond the old time expecta- 
tion, 

“When thy heart enfolds a brother, 
God Is there,” 

the way of progress is clearly defined 
upon the rising ground of human 
worth, and the glory of heaven opens 
with the better world before us: for 
intelligent minds, loving hearts, kind- 
ly hands, zealous wills, and godly 
spirits, to make. 

The task is ours, as a people. We 
are co-workers with God in this cre- 
ative movement. Each, however ob- 
scure his life, or comfortable his cir- 
cumstances, has a part in it; which 
no one can take for him, and make 
clear his duty. However humble it 
may be, It is important that it be 
done; and done well. It is the sum 
of these makes the total reality of 
being In God. Love and service to 
man Is love and service to God. 

“If 1 have tried to lift the weight 
From some o’erburdened heart — 
Bowed down with care and sorrow — 
And helped to bear a part; 

If I have checked the scalding tears, 
And soothed and eased the pain, 

And brought the smile of gladness 
back, 

I have not lived in vain."

Goodness loses the name of goodness, 
if It does not issue in something of 
worth to human welfare. One cannot 
uny more justify ills being and shar- 
ing the blessings of human society, 
without doing something of worth 
to it. 

“Small service is truo service while 
it lasts”; hut it ceases to be that 
when before us lies the possibility of 
rendering the greater. Life’s real 
business Is to know, do, und become 
the best possible. That demands the 
perfected faculties, developed powerB, 
ennobled spirit, and the good-will to 
put them fairly forth Into tho highest 
possible living and bocoming; that, 
journeying upward In the way of be- 
coming towurd tho heights generosity 
and nobility, others seeing will take 
heart and be inspired to hope; and 
with feet firm in the path of integrity 
the power of the Eternal is In the 
kindly extended helping hand to up- 
lift humanity.

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EDITORIAL 

For President, 

WILLI AM H. TAFT 

The advocates for an appropriation 
for paid supervision over our play- 
grounds made out a splendid case 
this week at City Hall, and, to tell 
the truth, so doeB every one else who 
has philanthropic designs on the mu- 
nicipal pocketbook. With a serious 
loss in our corporation tax within the 
past two years and with legislative 
plans to divert something like $76,000 
more from our income from national 
bank and public service corporation 
taxes, the aldermen have a difficult 
problem to determine JuBt how far the 
city can afford to go in this direction. 

The aldermen have acted wisely in 
confirming the appointment of Mr. 
Lewis E. Coffin as chairman of the 


It Is moBt unusual to see our board 
of aldermen carried off its feet by 
sentimental reasons, and a majority 
of the board will have a serious sec- 
ond thought coming when they re- 
alize that as trustees of the people 
they have voted money to pay a claim 
for which the city is not liable. 

The Republican state committee 
haB made two blunders, first in call- 
ing the state convention for election 
of delegates to the national conven- 
tion without waiting for legislative 
action on the pending preferential 
presidential hill, which Is certain to 
pass, and secondly by selecting two 
Newton men for the most important 
offices at that convention. 

The calling of the state convention 
is the more serious blunder of the 
two, as there is a widespread feeling 
all thru the state that the direct nom- 
ination principle, which has worked 
so well in the nomination of state of- 
fices should be extended to national 
offices. The Legislature will undoubt- 
edly respond to the loud demand for 
the pending bill and the slate com- 
mittee will have to recall its action. 
A very little common sense would 
have saved thiB unfortunate situation. 

Few men were better known or 
more generally respected than the 
late Frederick Johnson, whose death 
is widely mourned today. Brief and 
blunt in speech and manner, his 
brusqueneaB covered a kindly heart, 
and his hand and purse were always 
generous tD the unfortunate. Loyal 
to his friends, and loyal to The com- 
munity, he believed that he was a 
“citizen of no mean city" and carried 
that belief into every act of his dally 
life. 

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The long-awaited hearing on the 
Metropolitan Plan Commission was 
announced on Wednesday, but was 
postponed until next Wednesday at the 
request of the friends of the measure. 
There was a large number of remon- 
strants present, many of whom en- 
lered slrenuous objections to the 
Klley bill to compel annexation to 
Boston and to hills for metropolitan 
fire and police consolidations. 

Newton has also opposed the bills 
to divert lhe taxes paid by public 
service corporations and the public 
franchise lax from the cities where 
the stockholders reside. These hills 
are of a similar nature to the present 
corporation tux law and to the pro- 
posed bank tax law. They will af- 
feci this city somewliere near $75,000 
and are a serious menace to our city 
treasury. 

Mr. E. 11. Bishop Bpoke in favor of 
tile West Ttoxbury-Watertown boule- 
vard bill on Monday which will cost 
1500,000. MeBBrs. R. M. Sulionsiail, 


H. J. Kellftway and Hon. J, M. W, 
Hall also spoke in favor. As I have 
frequently said before, there 1 b abso- 
lutely no call for this bill and this 
expenditure. The taking of Hammond 
pond and woods would be most de- 
sirable from a park standpoint, but j 
the boulevard proposition cannot 
boast of a single point in Its favor. 

The electrification of the railroads 
entering DoHton was also heard this 
week, altho Newton’s Interest is less- 1 
ened from the fact that the committee 
has reported adversely on Alderman 
RemlB’ bill to include Newton within 
(he Boston electrification district. Mr. 
J. H. Hustis of this city Bpoke against 
the bill, saying it would cost the Al- 
bany rond over six million dollars, 
and an annual cost of hair a million. 

Representative White informs mo 
thal he is in favor of the stfmller sum 
of $20,000 for band concerts in the 
Metropolitan district and was greatly 
surprised at his appointment on the 
conference committee on this ques- 
tion. 

The committee on Roads and 
Bridges has reported against the bill 
of Mrs. CharlcB Edmond Guild of 
Newton Centre, relative to physical 
examination of drivers of motor veh- 
icles. It is said that there Ib enough 
law on this subject at present. 

All three of our representatives 
voted against the bill to raise the 
compulsory Bchool attendance age 
from 14 to 15 years, against the bill 
to require attendance of firemen at 
theatres and against the bill to de- 
termine the valuation of shareB of 
stock of consolidated railroad and 
railway corporations. MeBBrs. Ellis 
and White voted to sustain the veto 
of the Governor of the bill to suppress 
the gypsy moth. 

It is rumored that Governor Fobb Is 
being pressed to appoint Dr. Hinchey 
of Waltham as Medical Examiner In 
place of Dr. George L. West whose 
term expires March 22. In case of 
Dr. Hinchey'a appointment, Dr. Thom- 
as M. Gallagher of Newton will be a 
candidate for associate examiner.

READ NEWSPAPERS 

A brief talk on “What is Worth 
While in Newspapers” was given at 
last Sunday evening’s meeting of the 
Junior Y. P. S. C. E. of the Newton 
Highlands Congregational Church by 
Mr. Oscar L. Stevens of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. Mr. Theron 
Walker conducted the meeting. Mr. 
Stevens said in part: 

Every time we pick up a newspaper 
it says something to us that influ- 
ences us. If we merely skim it 
through listlessly, without much 
thought of what we read, at least It 
tends to make us listless and slip- 
shod in our methods of thinking. If 
we read it with any attention, it glveB 
us ideas. It puts into our heads 
something that will serve, whether 
we like it or not, aB a basis for our 
own thinking thereafter, it places 
us in touch with what other people 
are doing, thinking and saying, and 
in that sense it makes those people 
our associates. 

There iB the point. Most of us who 
are trying to lead good lives, trying 
to do something worth while, are usu- 
ally pretty careful whom we choose 
for associates. We do not wish the 
people with whom we are associated 
to have an improper influence over 
us. Are we always as careful about 
the people we let ourselves become 
acquainted with through the newspa- 
pers? That is a question well worth 
attention. It is worth our while to 
make sure that the people and things 
with which the newspapers tend to j 
fill our thoughts shall be people and ; 
things worth thinking about. 1 

The speaker maintained that the 
newspapers should satisfy our real 
interests rather than our idle curi- 
osity, and that the way to do it is by 
testing the information they print by ; 
its usefulness to the readers. He ex- 
plained how exaggerated and mislead- 
ing headlines are fundamentally 
wasteful, and gave a number of hints 
for time-saving reading of newspa- 
pers and ways of making information 
gained from newspapers more useful.

MIL DANIEL JACKSON DEAD. 

The funeral of Mr. Daniel Jackson 
was held at the old family homestead, 
Crafts street, Newtonville, on Sunday 
afternoon, March 3. Prayer was of- 
fered by Rev. Jay T. Stocking, pastor 
of the Central Church, Newtonville, 
and an address was made by Rev. 
Robert Van Kirk, of the Lincoln Bap- 
tist Church, West Newton. Musical 
selections were rendered by a male 
quartet from the choir of Mr, Van 
Kirk’s church. 

Mr. Jackson was born in the old 
house at Newtonville, March 25, 1834. 
His parents dying while he was a 
child, he spent his early years with an 1 
aunt in Portland, Me., where he was 
later a clerk in one of the principal 
dry goods stores of that city. About , 
the year 1857 he moved to Lanesville, 
Mass., where he engaged in the men’s 
furnishing business and was married 
to Miss Lucy Agnes Langsford. Of 
their three children two died in child- 
hood, the second son, Daniel Dana 
Jackson, who survives his father, be- 
coming a well known analytical chem- 
ist of Brooklyn, L. I. 

After the death of his wife Mr. 
Jackson gave up his home and busi- 
ness in Lanesville and took up his 
residence at his birthplace, where 
for the past seventeen years he has 
lived a serene and beautiful life. He 
was a pleasing conversationalist, well 
versed In current topics and possessed 
of a store of humorous reminiscences. 
Kindly in manner and with a cour- 
tesy that bespoke his descent from a 
gentle ancestry, Mr. Jackson made 
friends wherever lie went. He was 
proud of the fact that his grandfather 
fought in the Revolution, aud he 
treasured the commission signed by 
Thomas Jefferson and "the Sword of 
Bunker Hill" which hud come down 
to him from his ancestor. 

Mr. Jackson was a charter member 
of the lanesville Lodge of the Knights 
of Pythias and a member of the Con- 
gregational church in that place. Ho 
was buried In the family lot in Locust 
Grove cemetery, Lanesville.

Interesting features of the regular 
meeting or the aldermen Monday even- 
ing were the hearing on the matter of 
providing paid supervision for the 
public playgrounds, the confirmation 
of Mr. Lewis E, Coffiin's appointment 
ns chairman of the assessors, and a 
spirited debate on a small claim, ad- 
versely reported by the committee. 

President Gray was In the chair 
and only Aldermen Heard and Wil- 
liamson were absent. A hearing wbb 
granted on the matter on playground 
supervision and Mr. Frederic G. Mei- 
cher conducted the case for the Play- 
ground committee. Mr. Melcher spoke 
briefly calling attention to the fact 
that the city now had an investment 
In playgrounds larger than that in 
libraries and it should he given more 
attention than heretofore. Mrs. G, H, 
Wilkins spoke for the work at Non- 
antum giving some of the results ob- 
tained on playgrounds there and cal- 
ling particular attention to the worn 
among the girls. Mr. R. J. SiBk, 
principal of the Burr school at Aub- 
burndale spoke of the educational 
value of play, emphasizing the In- 
creased efficiency, the gaining of con- 
fidence courage and stimulus of suc- 
cess in the child, the lessons learned 
thru association with others, the val- 
ue of team play and the development 
of will power and a sense of fair play. 
In order to develop these qualities 
the children need a man In authority 
to give all a fair show. Mr. S. B. 
Paul, master of the Mason school at 
Newton Centre spoke most interest- 
ingly of the changes which had been 
made Jn the playground work at New- 
ton Centre since he came to Newton 
four years ago. Then he said the 
playground was rarely used, now un- 
der supervision he had seen from 
260 to 300 children there daily, a 20 
fold use of the ground. In his school 
work he had noticed a remarkable 
decrease in bullying by the larger 
boys, and almost none among the 
boys trained on the playground. 
Trouble in the school room had been 
reduced to a minimum, and he re- 
called but one hoy who was a 
trouble maker where in previous 
years they were numerous. There was 
also a wonderful change in the atti- 
tude of the boys towards one another. 
One important change he noticed was 
in the development of leaders. Four 
years ago there was no initiative in 
the boys, no one who took the lead. 
Now there were plenty of leaders, 
able to initiate and to carry out 
movements without the aid of adults. 
Mr. William Macpherson, physical di- 
rector of the Y. M. C. A., said that the 
question of supervision nowadays waB 
superficial. For himself he would 
rather had a well-equipped gymnasi- 
um without instruction, than a public 
playground. Mr. Macpherson gave 
some interesting experiences of hiB 
own. Mr. William C. Brewer, chair- 
man of the Newton Centre Play- 
ground and Social Service League, 
gave the history of the Newton Cen- 
tre movement, and the difficulties 
now encountered in carrying on the 
financial features of playground bu- 
! pervlsion. He strongly urged an ap- 
j proprlation of $5000 for the present 
| year. There was a large attendance 
of representative men and women at 
the hearing, among them being Mr. 
and Mrs. Melcher, Mr. and Mrs. A. C. 
Badger, Mr. and Mrs. Greenleaf Penr- 
son, Mr. and Mrs. Vernon B. Swett, 
Mr. and Mrs. F. L. Anderson, Mrs. H. 
H. Kendall, Mtb. L. S. Drake, Mrs. 
Wilkins, and Messrs. W. H. Rice, A. 
P. Carter, John A. Gould, F. L. Rich- 
ardson, S. T. Emery, O. M. Fisher, C. 
H. Johnson, Jr., R. M. Clark, and John 
and Robert Barry. At the conclusion 
of the hearing the matter was re- 
» ferred to committee on finance. 


The mayor sent in the appointments 
of lir. C. A. Boutelle rb inspector of 
animals and of Walter B. Randlett rb 
forest warden and they were laid 
over under the ruleB. 

A hearing was assigned on April 1 
on petitions of G. W. Bush to keep 
gasolene oh Elmwood street, and of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Co. for 
alterations In tracks on Centre street. 
Other petitions received were from W. 
C. Bray that permission be granted 
the Fifth Newton Troop of Boy 
Scouts to shoot at targets near Wal- 
nut and Beacon streets, Bridget Ayles 
and Katie Kelly for Soldiers’ Relief, 
Thomas Hickey and Thomas Bryson 
for damages caused by fall on the Ice 
and Amato Pescosolldo for a liquor 
transportation permit. 

On recommendation of committees 
sewers were ordered in Mt, Vernon 
street. Beacon street, Newton Centre, 
Beacon Btreet, Waban and Chestnut 
street, $16,602.34 granted for city ex- 
penses to March 16, leave to with- 
draw given on EdlBon Co. petitions 
for poles on St. James and Copley 
streets, hearings assigned on March 
18 on widening of Beacon Btreet at 
Waban, and on taking land for sew- 
ers in Bracebrldge road and in pri- 
vate land at Hancock avenue, author- 
izing water mains in Sterling street, 
Kenmore road and Hull street, ap- 
propriating $2234 for water construc- 
tion and $260 for sewer construction 
and leave to withdraw on claims of 
J. E. Bacon and Grace M. Allen. An 
order appropriating $23,234.74 for 
equipment and $9360 for construction 
at the Technical High School, report- 
ed by the Public Works Committee 
was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The report leave to withdraw on 
claim of John Mulcahy, who was in- 
jured by falling on the ice while sand- 
ing BtreetB for the city, was success- 
fully opposed by Alderman Murphy, 
who took issue with the Claims Com- 
mittee. Mr. Murphy said that Mr. 
Mulcahy had been a faithful employee 
for 37 years and that tt had been the 
policy of the city to pay for part time 
in Buch cases. The report of the 
committee was defended by Alderman 
Cox and Calkins who stated that the 
official reports received indicated that 
Mr. Mulcahy was incapacitated for 
only four days and that he had stated 
to the committee that he only worked 
an average of three aayB a week dur- 
ing the winter season, and he had 
claimed three weekB pay on account 
or the injury. Alderman Calkins 
stated that the committee was advised 
that there was absolutely no liability 
on the part of the city in this case. 
The report was not accepted, Aider- 
men Barker, Bemis, Blakemore, Cal- 
kins, Cox. Gordon and Gray voting in 
favor and Aldermen Cabot, Chad- 
bourne, Early, Hatch, Higgins, Jamie- 
son, Jones, Miller, Moore, Murphy, 
Pratt and Sullivan voting in opposi- 
tion. An order presented by Alder- 
man Murphy granting Mr. Mulcahy 
$24 in settlement of his claim was 
then referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Some discussion followed the read- 
ing of an order assigning polling 
places for the presidential caucuses. 
City Clerk Grant said that the Re- 
publican caucuses had been called 
under the present law and that it 
would take some time for him to get 
things ready. There were some fa- 
cetious references to the action of 
the Republican State Committee and 
che order was passed with Alderman 
Murphy voting alone in opposition. 

The board adjourned at 9.46 P. M.

The club house or the Brlghthelm- 
slone Club of Brighton and Allston 
was filled to overflowing on Monday, 
March 4, for Ihe Conference of Presi- 
dents of the State Federation.

It was 
In fact a most successful conference — 
one that was really a conference. 

Mtb. Florence S. Slocomb, president 
of the Worcester Woman’s Club, told 
of a course of lectures upon Sex Hy- 
giene by Dr. Evangeline W. Young, 
which her club arranged last spring 
for working girls of the factories and 
shops of that city. Mtb. Slocomb con- 
sidered that this work for purity had 
been the best thing which her club 
had done among the many things un- 
dertaken in the thirty-one years of 
their existence. 

The South Framingham Club re- 
ported that $36,000 had been saved by 
the school children in the last ten 
years through the club’s efTortB In 
stamp savings. Many other interest- 
ing and valuable things were reported 
but space forbids mention of all. But 
the club that had done itself proud 
was the Nautilus Club of Province- 
town, which reported a vast amount 
of civic betterment work accomplish- 
ed by twelve women. 

Before closing, Mrs. Mulligan stated 
that the amount for the Endowment 
Fund so far raised by Massachusetts 
had reached nearly $2000. She then 
made an eloquent plea for the fund 
and begged the women to raise it out 
of loyalty to Massachusetts, If not for 
love of the General Federation. With 
a vote of thanks to the Brighthelm- 
stone Club, adjournment was then 
made to the room below, where deli- 
cious refreshments were served by 
the hoBttess club and a social hour 
enjoyed.

After the recital the members and 
their guests were given an opportun- 
ity to meet Mrs. Brines in the tea- 
room, which was appropriately dec- 
orated with spring flowers and was 
in charge of the Social Committee or 
the Federation, Mrs. L. B. Woodward, 
chairman.

SWEDEXHORGIAMSM VS. 

SPIRITISM 

The common idea that Emanuel 
Swendenborg, upon whose teachings 
the Church of the New Jerusalem Is 
founded, was a spiritist of "medium” 
wne compared Sunday, March 10. by 
the Rev. John Goddard, pastor of the 
Swedenborginn church in Newtonvllle, 
in a public lecture entitled "Sweden- 
borgianlsm vs. Spiritism, or Right and 
Wrong Un veilings of the Spiritual 
World." Mr. Goddard began by read- 
ing from the Scripture the story of 
Saul and the Witch of Endor, and that 
of the vision of St. John at PatmoB. 
The former, he said, was typical of a 
wrong unveiling, and the latter of a 
right one. 

If we accept the testimony of the 
Bible, some sort of unveltlng or open- 
ing of the unseen world has accom- 
panied every new Divine Revelation 
which lifts been given to man. This 
was true of the call of Abraham, of 
the giving of the Law at Sinai, of the 
mission of the prophets, and of the 
coming of our Saviour Himself. But 
while a belief In the future life Is of 
great value and importance, In none 
of these cases was the vision given 
merely to encourage such a belief. 
The Divine Message, the practical In- 
struction for life here, was always 
first; and the visions or supernatural 
phenomena came only to strengthen 
and corroborate it. And not only was 
this so, hut all Investigation of the 
hereafter from motives of curiosity or 
selfish interest were most strictly for- 
bidden by the JewiBh law, and even 
by the prophets themBelves. 

In early Christian times the apos- 
tles were brought into contact with 
supernatural phenomena, miracles, 
and especially the visions of the risen 
Lord, and these were necessary to the 
growth of Christianity. But they were 
not allowed to predominate over the 
teaching of Christ’s message, and the 
enforcement of His gospel of love. 
The great religious reformers, too, 
men like Savonarola and Wesley, have 
all had. If not actual visions, at least 
a very strong consciousness of the 
reality of the unseen world, but have 
never made thlB the supreme element 
In their mission. 

Such, precisely, said Mr. Goddard, 
was the case with Emanuel Sweden- 
borg. It is true that he clalmB that 
for many years he had open vision of 
the world beyond the grave; but he 
says that this was granted him, not 
to satlBfy his or anyone's curiosity, 
not even that he might have absolute 
proof of immortality, but that he 
might be enabled to reach a new un- 
derstanding of the Bible, and through 
that might give to the world a new 
and purified ByBtem of Christianity. 
He says also that none of his rell- 
giouB teachings were received from 
spirits, but all from the study of the 
Word of God. Of hlB 29 volumes of 
religious works, only one Is devoted 
to descriptions of the unseen world, 
and even in that It la with the bear- 
ing of spiritual facts upon life here 
that he 1 b chiefly concerned. 

Swedenborg himself condemned all 
efforts to pry into spiritual phenomena 
out of curiosity or in the hope of Bel- 
flsh advantage. He even taught that 
men must not expect to receive In that 
way conclusive proof of immortality, 
quoting the words of Christ, “If they 
hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded though 
one rose from the dead.” 

The third lecture in the course of 
which this was the second wilt be 
given In the Church of the New Jer- 
usalem, Highland avenue, Newtonvllle, 
next Sunday evening, at 8 o’clock, 
The speaker, the Rev. William L. 
Worcester, President of the New 
Church Theological School, will dis- 
cusb under the topic, “A Life of Jesus 
Little Known," the manner in whlcn 
the Old Testament bearB witness to 
the character of Christ. 

Especial interest attaches to this 
occasion from the fact that the Rev, 
Mr. Worcester is a native and a form- 
er resident of Newtonvllle, being the 
son of the Rev. John Worcester, who 
wrb for many years the pastor of the 
Swedenborgian church there. All the 
lectures of this series are open to the 
public. The seats are free, and there 
Is no collection. 

A LIFE OF JESUS LITTLE KNOWN 

"A Life of Jesus Little Known" 
was the title of the lecture given last 
Sunday evening by the Rev. William 
L. Worcester, President of the New i 
Church Theological School, Cam- j 
bridge. Mass., to a large and Inter- 
ested audience at the Church of the J 
New' Jerusalem, Newtonvllle. 

The speaker began by describing 
the interest and excitement that 
would be aroused in the Christian 
world if there were discovered a fifth 
goBpel, which gave a fuller account I 
than any of the others of the life and 
work of Christ, and went even more 
deeply Into the history of His strug- 
gles and spiritual experiences. If 
the authenticity of such a document 
were established it would be an event 
of unequalled importance, and might ; 
lead to a great revival of the power , 
and inspiration of the Saviour. But 
the fact is that such a gospel doeB 
exist and existed before the others, 
though its nature has not been gen- 
erally realized. The fifth gospel is 
the entire Old Testament. 

We have the authority of Christ’s 
own words for this statement.. He 
said to Ills disciples, "Search the 
Scriptures, for . . . they are they 

which testify of me." And we are 
also told that after His resurrection, 
"beginning at Moses and all the 
prophets, he expounded unto them In 
all the Scriptures the things con- 
cerning himself." 

Aguin, the New Testument is full 
of references to the Old. The phrase 
"that it might be fulfilled which was 
written” occurs continually. And 
wherever such a reference occutb It 
means that the passage referred to 
must be studied, in order fully to 
gruBp the meaning of the incident de- 
scribed. Thus the fact that the Lord, 
when on the crosB, quoted the open- 
ing words of the 22nd Psalm leadB 
us to see in it a fuller expression of 
His final sufferings and of His tri- 
umphant death than auy of the gos- 
pels give us. 

But in the light of the teachings of 
the New' Church we are not confined 
to those passages which are cited In 


the gospels. They tell ub that every 
word of the Old Testament, tn Its In- 
moftt fieiiBp, applies to the experience 
of Christ. In the historic Scriptures, 
His life Is described •** parables in 
the lives of characters like Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, Joseph, Moses and 
Joshua, Samuel nnd Saul. David and 
Solomon. Like Joseph, He waa be- 
trayed by those who should have 
loved Him most, yet loved them and 
was the means of tholr salvation. 
Like the infant Samuel, He was even 
ns a little child tho hope of Israel, 
was early dedicated to the Divine 
Service, and brought to the ears or 
men the voice of God. 

The whole prophetic Scriptures 
deal with nothing but His Incarna- 
tion, and tlie conditions which made 
It necessary. Sometimes In parables, 
but often directly, they tell the story 
of all that Ho did and hoped and suf- 
fered for our Bakes. He taught this 
fact where He said of the passage 
from iBaiali which He read In the 
synagogue, "This day is the Scripture 
fulfilled In your ears." 

But perhaps It Is most of all in 
the Psalms that we find His love for 
mankind fully and touchingly depict- 
ed. For the Psalms are songs, and 
have the quality that music haB of 
expressing the depthB of the affec- 
tions. Wonderful aB is their power 
of comfort even now. It will become 
more wonderful as we learn to read 
In them the personal expression of 
the experience of our Saviour. 

Indeed the same will be true of the 
whole of the Old Testament. Reading 
It in its application to Christ, and 
hence In direct relation with our own 
salvation, it cannot but take on new 
strength, new interest and new' sig- 
nificance for ub all. The explanation 
of how it maye so be read is the chief 
mission of the doctrines of the New 
Church, which is founded upon the 
Bible, and exists for the purpose of 
bringing the Bible more fully and In- 
telligibly to men. 

This lecture was the third of a 
course of five, by different speakers, 
which are being given at the church 
on Highland Avenue on the Sunday 
evenings of the Lenten season. The 
lecturer next Sunday will be the as- 
sistant minister of the church, Rev. 
E. M. L. Gould, and his subject will 
be "The State of the Wicked after 
Death.” These lectures, which begin 
at eight o’clock, are entirely free, and 
visitors are cordially made welcome,

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 

John WeBley Lindsay, whose death 
at Clifton SprlngB, N. Y., Is announc- 
ed, had been a resident of that place 
for about three years, going there for 
care and treatment at a sanatorium, 
after suffering a shock. He was In 
his ninety-second year and long had 
been prominent in the Methodist 
Episcopal denomination. 

Mr. Lindsay was born in Barre, Vt., 
on August 20, 1820, the son of Rev. 
John Lindsay, a minister of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and Lucy 
(Nourse) Lindsay. His mother was 
of a Lynn family. Mr. Lindsay was 
graduated from Wesleyan University 
In Middletown, Conn., in 1840, and 
later was professor and tutor In Lat- 
in and Hebrew at that place. In his 
general work through many years as 
an educator, he was at one time 
president of Genesee College at Lima, 
N. Y., and was professor at Boston 
University. He was elected to a pro- 
fessorship at Drew Theological Semi- 
nary when that Institution first was 
opened, but this honor he declined 
to accept. He was the first dean of 
the Boston University College of Lib- 
eral Arts and acting dean of the uni- 
versity’s School of All Sciences. 

Dr. Lindsay waB several times a 
delegate to the General Conference 
of hiB denomination and also to the 
Canada-Wesleyan Conference on sev- 
eral occasions. He waB a trustee of 
Wesleyan and of Boston universities 
and»had been a member of the board 
of education of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church from its organization up 
to his death. In his work as pastor 
he had filled various pulpits In New 
York City and in Boston, where he 
was at one time presiding elder. 

Dr. Lindsay was marrted in Balti- 
more on June 16, 1862, to Miss Emily 
Bond of that city. His wife died in 
I860. One of his sons. Thomas Bond 
Lindsay, who died two years ago, was 
professor of Latin In Boston Univer- 
sity, and a surviving son is Professor 
William B. Lindsay, head of the de- 
partment of chemiBtry at Dickinson 
College, Carlisle, Pa. Dr. LlndBay’s 
only daughter, Miss Lucy Lindsay, 
died several years ago. He is sur- 
vived by two grandchildren, Mrs. 
Charles W. Allen (Emily Lindsay) of 
Louisville, Ky., formerly of West 
Newton, and Lennox H. Lindsay, a 
Boston lawyer, residing in Concord.

HAVE YOU HEARD 


At the meeting of the Social Scl- | 
ence Club on Wednesday morning, j 
CharleB B. Gleason gave a most In- 
teresting and enlightening talk upon | 
“The Boston Elevated System." He 
said that the road carried 303,000,000 
passengers last year and of the sta- 
tions the Dudley Street handled the 
largest number. To take care of 
these requires an army of workers 
numbering 8,600. There are two dif- 
ficulties, he Bald, which have to be 
met, first, the small margin of profit, 
— about one five hundredth of each 
nickel, — and Becond, the congestion of 
traffic in the heart of Boston during 
the hour between five and six at 
night. About a million and a half 
persons travel on the cars In the 
course of the day. There are Bix 
thoroughfares leading out of the city. 
The capacity of an outbound track is 
200 cars per hour and If each car car- 
ries fifty persons, each thoroughfare 
would take care of 10,000 passengers 
per hour and the Bix lines would ac- 
commodate 60,000. The problem is 
that 150,000 desire to leave Boston 
during that one hour. This problem 
haB led to the building of subways 
and elevated structures. The trains 
can carry about 40,000 passengers per 
hour In each direction, north and 
south, which has partially relieved 
the situation. 

Mr. Gleason gave an outline of the 
development of street railways going 
back to the horse car period, lighted 
with kerosene lamps and heated with 
the load of straw upon the floor and 
showed how great the gain has been. 
To the genius of Henry M. WhltDey 
is due the present development of the 
street railway system. He saw that 
a regulated monopoly could give 
much better service and cheaper 
rates. He realized that some new 
motive force was necessary. The ca- 
ble system was defective for Boston 
on account of the crooked streets. 
Hts attention was called to a trolley 
car In Richmond. He vlBlted Rich- 
mond, although he had been told that 
it would not serve Boston on account 
of the severity of our winters; but 
when he saw five heavily loaded carB 
being carried up a five per cent 
grade he decided that it would be 
feasible. And thereupon a system 
was Installed to Allston, underground 
trolldy In the city and overhead out- 
side. The underground proved un- 
satisfactory and was replaced by the 
overhead. The double-decked car 
was tried, but found to load and un- 
load too slowly for American condi- 
tions. 

A brief outline of the legislation 
which has been passed leading up to 
the present Boston Elevated Company 
wbb then given. ItB charter, he Bald, 
is unique in the world, in that it pro- 
vides in case the dividends should 
exceed 6 per cent an egual amount 
must be paid to the public.

NOTED MISSIONARY DEAD 

Uncounted friends In two hemi- 
spheres will he grieved to loam of 
l he death of Rev. Alonzo Bunker. 
ITU., at Groton. Mass., on Friday, 
March 8th. 

Dr. Bunker was born in Atkinson, 
Maine, January 30lh, 1837. He grad- 
uated from Colby College In the Class 
of 1862, and from the Newton Theo- 
logical institution in that of 1865. He 
was married in that year to Miss 
ixniisa A. Bradbury, a daughter of 
Mr. Samuel Adams Bradbury, the ed- 
itor of "The Boston Daily Bee," the 
first abolition paper published in 
Boston. Receiving appointment as a 
missionary of the American Baptist 
Missionary Union, he sailed, with 
Mrs. Bunker, for Burnt ah on Decem- 
ber 5th, 1865, nrrlving seven months 
later at his station in Toun goo. 

He founded in 1899 the Btation at 
Loikaw. 

Thirty-seven years were spent in 
active service on the field, relieved 
only by four furloughs; until in 1903, 
broken In health, he returned to thlB 
country, and has since then made his 
of the cause of ChriBt. 

Dr. Bunker was a missionary of ex- 
ceptional energy, and an intrepid pi- 
oneer. He Bpent himself unstintedly 
In the service of the Kingdom. He 
had throughout a sustaining sense of 
humor, sturdy optimism, and an un- 
shakable confidence in the triumph 
of the cause of Chris. 

Thousands of delighted readers are 
indebted to him aB the author of 
"Soo Thar, a Tale of the Karens”, and 
"Sketches from the Karen Hills,” 

A simple service was conducted at 
his late home, 216 Pleasant street, 
last Tuesday afternoon, by Rev. M. A. 
Levy, Pastor of the First BaptlBt 
Church, and Rev. Thomas S. Bar- 
bour, D. D., Foreign Secretary of the 
American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society. 

HIb body was laid at rest by the 
side of his fellow-mlBslonaries in the 
lot of the Society in the Newton 
Cemetery. 

Dr. Bunker is survived by Mrs. 
Bunker and four children; ProfeBBor 
John W. Bunker of Harvard Uni- 
versity; Miss Mary Tark Bunker of 
Penfleld, New York; Mrs. Sumner R. 
Vinton and Mias Ruth W. Bunker of 
Newton Centre. They, and thousands 
who have been helped and inspired 
by thiB noble life, arise to "call him 
blessed.”

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ALDERMAN COX ASKS QUESTIONS 

Lively and Important Meeting of the Board 
ol Aldermen 


RECEPTION 


The BeflBion of the aldermen last 
Monday night was interesting, wheth- 
er viewed from the standpoint of 
what was actually done, or from the 
way in which it was done. 

It began with a hearing at which 
two good citizens actually had tho 
temerity to oppoBe the recommenda- 
tions of the Metropolitan Water ana 
8ewerage Board relative to sewers 
near the aqueduct. This is consid- 
ered lese majeste on Beacon Hill, 
and the aforesaid citizens may well 
tremble in their boots. There were 
verbal fireworks over appropriations 
for supervision of playgrounds, for 
purchase of a motor cycle for the 
police department, for work on the 
Auburndale playground, and the 
sparks flew when the important Mul- 
cahy claim, amounting to $12 web sol- 
emnly settled, after a weird parlia- 
mentary decision by President Gray. 
Finally, there was a legal mlxup over 
calling tho presidential primaries by 
wards or by precinctB, and a gentle 
knook at the Finance Committee for 
failure to report on two matters now 
before It. Take It all in all. It was a 
most interesting session. 

President Gray presided and all 
were present except Alderman Sulli- 
van. No one appeared at hearings on 
widening of Beacon street, Waban, 
and on telephone poles on Benning- 
ton street, and the usual orders were 
subsequently adopted. At the hear- 
ing on taking land for Bewer in Brace- 
bridge road and In private land from 
Hancock avenue, Prof. W. Z. Ripley 
and Mr. A. C. Burnham appeared in 
opposition to the Bracebrldge road 
end. These gentlemen stated that if 
thiB work was requested by the Met- 
ropolitan Water Board, they should 
pay for having it done and not assess 
estates which did not need sewerage. 
The present sanitary arrangements 
on this street were working well and 
they did not require this sewer. It 
was suggested that If this sewer waB 
a neceBBity, the city ought to accept 
Bracebrldge road as a public street in 
return for the burden placed upon the 
ahuttors and because it was used by 
many teams and automobiles. It 
was also feared that the digging up 
of the roadbed for the sewer would 
make a far poorer surface than now 
existed. The Bracebrldge road mat- 
ter was later referred to a commit- 
tee and the UBual orders passed for 
taking land and for sewer construc- 
tion at the other end of Hancock ave- 
nue. 

Alderman Gordon was designated 
by the president to draw four jurors 
for the April session of court at 
Cambridge and John F. Griffin, Wa- 
ban street, J. Dwight Howard, Fair- 
mont avenue, Chester Guild, Park 
street, and Frank V. Cushman, Cross 
street were drawn. 

Application of Louis S. Ross to 
make additions to his factory off Cab- 
ot street was granted. A hearing was 
assigned for April 1 on a strong pe- 
tition of Carter and others to widen 
Margin and Chestnut streets, and on 
April 15 on petition of A. M. Boothby 
to keep gasolene on Crafts street. 
Petitions were also received for wid- 
ening of St, James Btreet, for widen- 
ing of Dunster street under the bet- 
terment act, of Walker et al for con- 
crete Bidewalks under the betterment 
act on Beacon street, of J. W. Allen 
for damages caused by use of land 
on Walnut street during sewer con- 
struction, from the Telephone Com- 
pany for attachments on Jackson 
road, and from William Pendergast 
for damages for personal injuries. 

On reports of committees certain 
streets were ordered numbered, hear- 
ings assigned on April 1 for laying j 
concrete sidewalks on Winona street 
and Ware road under the betterment 
act, transferring $144 to Auditing de- 
partment for a temporary clerk, 
transferring $33 to City Clerk depart- 
ment for clerical assistance, granting 
soldiers' relief to Bridget A. Ayles, 
granting leave to withdraw to Katie 
Kelly for soldiers’ relief, authorizing 
change In deed of Waban playground, 
aulhorizlng eBiahlishment of a Play- 
ground Commission of five members, 
authorizing Boy Scouts to use land 
near Beacon and Walnut streets foi; 


rifle range, granting Anato Pobcoho- 
lido a wagon license and refusing to 
grant a permit to transport liquor. 

The appointment of Walter B. Rand- 
lett as Forest Warden was confirmed 
on a voice vote, and that of Dr. G. 
Arthur Boutelle as Inspector of Ani- 
mals, by 18 favorable ballots. 

The order appropriating $27,660.84 
for equipment at the Technical High 
School was recommitted to the Public 
Works Committee. 

On the order for $5500 for purchase 
of an auto combination for the Fire 
Department, Alderman Cox wanted to 
know why this item had been omit- 
ted last fall from the annual budget, 
and came up at this time. Alderman 
Miller explained that it was passed 
last fall in order to wait for the re- 
port of the National board of Fire 
Underwriters. The order was then 
adopted. Alderman Cox also ques- 
tioned the order for $5000 for play- 
ground supervision, saying he did not 
believe in giving an outside commis- 
sion all thiB money wffhout having a 
string to iL He also asked If New- 
ton could afford $5000 for this experi- 
ment when It was badly needed on 
our streets on sidewalks and for street 
lights. Some citizens he declared, 
believe public playgrounds are a nuis- 
ance, and he did not believe the time 
had coma for thiB sort of thing. The 
order was explained by Aldermen 
Chadbourne and Blakemore who said 
It was the Intention to have a play- 
ground director appointed, for the 
whole city and five assistants who 
would each have charge of two play- 
grounds. The order was then passed 
unanimously. 

When the order for $12 to settle 
claim of John Mulcahy was reached 
Alderman Cox wanted to know why 
the Finance committee had cut the 
original figure from $24. He then 
moved to substitute $36. Alderman 
Murphy said he had asked for $24 in 
good faith as the city usually paid 
two-thirds of the wages lost by its 
employes and he did not believe Mul- 
cahy had done a day’s work since his 
injury. Alderman Blakemore defend- 
ed Inspector Fletcher, on whose re- 
port the Claims Committee had grant- 
ed leave to withdraw on this case. 
Alderman Barker asked that the peti- 
tion be recommitted to the Claims 
Committee and this motion President 
Gray ruled out of order, altho Aider- 
man Barker called attention to the 
rules governing the matter. Aider- 
man Barker then appealed from this 
decision of the chair, and by a vote of 
8 to 4 the extraordinary ruling of the 
chair was sustained. Alderman Cox 
then asked unanimous consent to 
make his amendment $24 Instead of 
$36, but objection was made and the 
amendment was defeated 17 to 2 on 
what Alderman Cox facetiously call- 
ed a strict party vote, lie' and Aider- 
man Murphy voting alone in favor. 
The order for $12 was then adopted 
15 to 6, Alderman Barker, Calkins, 
Gordon, Heard, Higgins voting nay. 

Alderman Cox also opened the de- 
bate on an order to purchase a motor 
cycle for the police department, by 
asking who was the father of the or- 
der. Alderman Calkins asked how the 
traffic on Commonwealth avenue, 
where It was proposed to use thiB 
machine, could he controlled In the 
absence of specific speed regulations. 
Chief Mitchell stated that the pres- 
ence of an officer on the avenue acted 
aB a deterrent to the speed mania, and 
as the majority of automobillsts used 
good judgment in running their ma- 
chines, he only needed to control 
those who did not. He also desired 
to use it in patrolling Oak Hill and 
other sparsely Bettled districts. Al- 
derman Cox said it was not yet time 
for this sort of thing. Personally he 
believed It best to use the old-fash- 
ioned trap. He thought a motor cycle 
on Commonwealth avenue would add 
to the danger. Alderman Murphy fa- 
vored the order and it was adopted, 
15 to 5, Aldermen Barker, CalklnB, 
Cox, Gordon and Higgins voting nay. 

On the order granting $25,723.66 for 
city expenses, Alderman Cox queried 
the Item of $1000 for the Auburndale 
playground, stating that such a place 
did not exist, as the board had only

TWO ALARM FIRE 

Htavy Damage to Missionary Nome In 
Auburndale 

A two-alarm fire from box 421 on 
Saturday evening gave the fire depart- 
ment its hardoflt task of the year. 
The fire was In the Walker Mission- 
ary Home on Hancock street, Aub- 
urndnle, consisting of two large 
buildings joined together, each four 
stories high, and containing 40 rooms. 
It 1 b used as a home for former mis- 
sionaries, and for the children of mis- 
sionaries who are at present in for- 
eign fields. It is owned by the Am- 
erican Board of Foreign Missions. 

The fire was couBed by a boy who 
had been sent to the cellar for coal, 
and after lighting the gas, threw the 
lighted match in Borne excelsior. The 
fire had gained some headway when 
it was discovered and the alarm was 
rung in by Edward Aiken, Jr., who 
resided in the house. Chief Randlett 
rang a second alarm Immediately on 
his arrival. There were thirty-two 
inmates in the building at the time, 
two of them being invalids. One of 
them, Miss Edith Bush, was carried 
out, but Miss Mary Hammond, for 
many years a missionary to Turkey, 
who had recently been operated up- 
on, was in her room on the top floor 
and was unable to descend on account 
of the heavy smoke. Her cries from 
the window were heard and Officer 
Forristal and Driver George Saunders 
of Chemical 1 brought her to the 
ground by means of a double ladder. 

The dense smoke made the work of 
the firemen difficult. Edward Herlihy 
of hose 8 was found unconscious in 
a room on the first floor, and it was 
some time before he recovered. Har- 
ry Briscoe, a call man attached to the 
hook and ladder truck at Newtonville, 
was cut on the hands by falling glass 
and was also overcome by smoke. It 
was his second experience of the kind 
within a fortnight. 

When the fire was discovered the 
men in the house, aided by others In 
the neighborhood, attempted to Bave 
Borne of the furnishings, but though 
the flames had not reached the front 
of the house at that time they were 
driven out by the smoke and saved 
only a few small articles. The por- 
tions of the home that were not burn- 
ed suffered heavily from water. 

Rev. James L. Barton, secretary to 
the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, arrived shortly after the fire 
broke out and made the arrangements 
whereby the residents will be taken 
care of until the permanent quarters 
are put in shape. 

The damage is estimated at $15,000. 
POLICE XEWS 

Lawrence Foster, alias James Mc- 
Carthy and JameB Leach, aged 31, 
pleaded guilty of breaking and enter- 
ing the house of William H. Wales 
in Newton on the night of July 11, 
1911, and was given 8 to 10 years in 
state’s prison by Judge John D. Mc- 
Laughlin in the Superior Court. 

Mr. William H. Mague, a well-known 
contractor, was ncquitted last Satur- 
day morning by Associate Judge 
Copeland on a charge of violating the 
eight-hour law. 

Mr. Thomas Aiken, a clerk at 
White’s drug store, Newton Upper 
Falla, was In court Wednesday, 
charged with violating the liquor law 
by selling without receiving the sig- 
nature of the purchaser. Evidence 
was secured by the spotter method, a 
man asking for liquor and when Ai- 
ken handed him the book to sign he 
apparently scribbled his name, but 
when the book was later examined, it 
was found blank. Aiken was fined 
$50 which he paid. 

In the police court yesterday 
morning, Abner Doble of Brookline 
and George A. Crittenden of Boston 
were each fined $10 by Associate 
Justice Bacon for overspeedlng. The 
complaint was sworn out by patrol- 
man W. H. Dolan, charging that the 
men, while racing along Common- 
wealth avenue last Sunday were go- 
ing at excessive rate of speed. They 
paid the fine imposed by the court.

Wednesday morning 
the strikers Induced all the other la- 
borers in the shopB to join the strike 
and the company officials closed down 
on that evening, and will not attempt 
to reopen until next Monday morning. 

Wednesday afternoon, the strikers 
who number about 750 were organized 
by two I. W. W. leaders and commit- 
tees appointed to interview Mr. Frank 
J, Hale, the manager of the company, 
who was out of town. 

The strikers were not demonstra- 
tive, altho one man, a mason, wno at- 


smootbing off the rough casts as they 
come from the mould. 

It is said that the matter of de- 
manding an increase of wages has 
been under consideration by the men 
for some weeks, and It was under- 
stood that April first was to be the 
appointed time, but the foreign ele- 
ment in the shops forced the issue 
sooner than wae contemplated. 

One of the officials at the mill when 
questioned as to why the men should 
leave answered that “he could see no 
reason for their leaving.”

er, and in pleasing contrast, the coun- 
try gentlemen, the country girl and 
the charming specimen of mother- 
hood which the country boy’s mother 
presents. It Is the kind of a play the 
business man enjoys, full of the keen- 
est humor and with a well-suBtained 
interest. 

TELEPHONE HATES 

People who are Interested In the 
question of the Boston telephone rates 
will find answers to many of their 
inquiries in a brief document recent- 
ly published as Senate No. 338. This 
states the following facts amongst 
others of interest to the telephone 
users of Boston. 

The question of theBe rates has 
been before the Highway Commission 
for about five years. In April, 1908, 
the Commission recommended that 
toll rate of 10 cents between the Cen- 
tral District and the sixteen suburban 
exchanges which were within five 
miles of the Central District, be re- 
duced to five cents, or one-half of its 
old rate. This wqb done. In 1910 the 
Commission recommended that the 
flve-cent toll rate Bhould be extended 
to all exchanges located within eight 
miles. This was done. In 1910 the 
Commission recommended the change 
to rates now in effect, in which meas- 1 
ured service is particularly promi- 1 
nent, the charge for measured service 
being based on 5 cents per meBBage ; 
for a limited number of messages 
within eight-mile radius, and for ad- 
ditional zone messages at 3 cents* ( 
each. In December, 1911, the Com- 
mission recommended a modification ' 
which makes the 3-cent callB also ex- 
tend to a radius of eight miles from 1 
the exchange of the originating sub- 
scriber. ThlB is now in effect. In 1911 
the 'Commission approved modified 
rates throughout the remainder of the 
Btate. These included the reduction 
from 10 centB to 6 cents of the toll 
charges for messages passing between 
exchanges not more than five miles 
apart, besides making various other 
reductions. These are now being put 
in effect. 

Accompanying the main part of the 
document 1 b a brief statistical report 
in which it is pointed out that the 
price per message paid in 1911 by the 
telephone users iu Boston and its 
Buburbs was more than a quarter of 
a cent lower than in 1909, and that 
the number of messages per telephone 
haB not decreased. It Is also pointod 
out tbut the saving to the subscribers 
per telephone was between b!x and 
Beven per cent In 1911, when the new 
rateB were coming pretty generally 
Into effect, compared with 1910, when 
the new rates were partly in effect. 
The fact that there were over 14,000 
more telephones In the Boston & 
Suburban District at the end of 1911 
than at the end of 1910, is a straw in- 
dicating that the new rates have been 
of advantage in the community. 

Some of the large users of tele- 
phones have paid more under the 
m cub ured rate and private branch ex- 
change service than under the flat 
rate service, as was expected when 
the new rates went Into effect, but 
the advantages to the district have 
been large, and the rate of growth In 
the service Beems to indicate that 
the prices can be gradually decreased. 
The community value of the new 
rateB seems already proved by the 
flgureB given in this document, which 
is a clear and business-like statement 
of the results so far accomplished 
and shows that the Highway Commis- 
sion Is standing ready to recommend 
further Improvements us their prac- 
ticability becomes demonstrated by 
their study of the situation.

THE STATE OF THE WICKED AF- 
TER DEATH 

A lecture on “Tho State of the 
Wicked after Death” was given last 
Sunday evening at the Church or the 
New Jerusalem, Newtonville, by the 
Rev. E. M. L. Gould, assistant, min- 
ister of the church. There was a 
largo audience, which listened with 
Interest to the new and Btrlklng Ideas 
which the Swedenborglan Church has 
to offer on this subject. 

The spoaker began by a rorerence 
to the discovery of the South Pole. 
Captain Amundsen s Btory, he said, 
1 b believed because people have faith 
j In the Norwegian’s honesty, and also 
1 because his account 1 b consistent, and 
tallies with the known facts of 
; science. 

The New' Church claims acceptance 
of Swedenborg’s statement that he 
was admitted to the world beyond 
the grave on the same grounds. No 
Intelligent person doubts that he be- 
lieved his own assertion, and his fol- 
lowers are satisfied that a study of 
his writings will Bhow them to be 
not only consistent in themselves, 
but in accordance with the known 
facts of psychology and Scripture. 
This is shown not only in his de- 
scription of heaven, but also In his ac- 
count of hell, or the state of the 
wicked after death. 

Hell, says Swedenborg, is first of 
all a provision of Divine Mercy. God 
created men with the power to choose 
between good and evil, and deslreB 
them to choose good; but It must be 
that even If they choose evil He will 
still love them, and will try to make 
them as happy as possible. For that 
reason it is impossible to think of 
His puniBhing anyone, or condemning 
anyone to hell. The fact Is that men 
and women go to hell of their own 
free will, and because that Is the 
one place in the future world where 
they can feel at home. Even in this 
world every man makes his sur- 
roundings and associates the index 
of his character as far aB he is able, 
and when material limitations are re- 
moved he will certainly choose them 
entirely on this basis. A bad man or 
woman would feel as out of place in 
heaven as the proverbial fish out of 
water. Hell Is nothing but the volun- 
tary association In another life of all 
who defy and violate the divine law 
of love and service. 

This does not mean that the spirits 
of hell are happy, but their unhappi- 
ness Is of their own making. The 
common character of all forms of evil 
is selfishness, and we know from ex- 
perience that jg selfish man is always 
unhappy and dissatisfied, and always 
suspicious of his neighbors. The 
burning rage of unsatisfied greed is 
the fire of hell, and tho continual 
clash of warring interests among its 
inhabitants are the gnashing of teeth 
mentioned in the Bible. These are the 
self-inflicted punishments of hell. 

On the other hand the wicked spir- 
its have their own evil pleasures — 
malice, evil thoughts, attempts to 
victimize on another, and especially 
the effort to make us like themselves. 
They are with us, though we do not 
know it, whenever we Indulge In any 
of the evil desires of which their life 
is made up. And also they live In 
a real world, in surroundings which 
are as agreeable and pleasant to 
them as the bad company which they 
have chosen to keep. It follows from 
thlB that while, if they go to hell of 
their own free will, they are also 
free to leave It if they so desire, they 
never do leave it, because It is the 
one place In the universe in which 
they are perfectly at home. 

We must not think ourselves in- 
capable of making a similar choice. 
The kingdom of hell, like the king- 
dom of heaven, is within us, and It is 
only by avoiding sin and selfishness 
In Christ's name and strength that we 
can avoid It, and win the heavenly 
happiness for which we were all 
created. 

MR. JENCKES DEAD 

Marclen Jenckes a former resident 
and leading woolen manufacturer of 
Stamford, Conn., died on Friday at the 
residence on Hammond street. Chest- 
nut Hill, of his son-in-law, Louis P. 
Harding, after a long illness. Mr. 
JenckeB was born in Wrentbam, in 
1834, and went to Stamford when a 
young man. He became Interested in 
the Stamford Woolen Mills, of which 
he eventually became a part owner 
When the mills burned down twenty 
years ago he retired from business 
and went to Brookline to live. He 
was the son of Luke and Elizabeth 
Ballou Jenckes. His father’s family 
were among the first settlers of Rhode 
Island, and his mother’s family, the 
BallouB, supplied ministers for the 
French Huguenot meeting bouse at 
Cumberland Hill, R. I., for many gen- 
erations. In 1861 Mr. Jenckes marri- 
ed Miss Amelia Bates, who survives 
him. There are two children living, 
Mr. Lawrence E. Jenckes of Worces- 
ter and Mrs. Harding of Chestnut 
Hill. Mr. Jenckes was for many years 
treasurer of St. John’s Church in 
Stamford.

EDITORIAL 

For President, 

WILLI AM H. TAFT 

“Liberties, religions and civil, are 
always In danger when the founda- 
tions of law and the Independence of 
the judges — be they cItII or ecelesl* 
astlcal — aro Imperilled.” — Cardinal 
O'Connell. 

The matter of refusing to grant 
sixth-class liquor licenses to drug- 
gists, as suggested by the remarkB of 
Alderman Calkins, and printed in the 
last iBsue of the Graphic, is one of 
considerable Importance to this city. 
For many years we have been a 
strong no-llcenBe community and en- 
joyed immunity from the curse of the 
open saloon. It is a well-known fact, 
however, that considerable quantities 
of liquor are brought into the city by 
express, and that the quantity con- 
sumed is probably as high as If we 
voted Yes. While this hypocrisy is a 
matter of regret, it is undoubtedly 
true, and I greatly fear that our 
boasted No license majority would 
melt away, if any restrictive liquor 
legislation was enacted. To refuse 
sixth-class licenses would mean that 
any citizen needing liquor for urgent 
medicinal purposes must first obtain I 
a phyBician’B certificate, a restriction 1 
which would undoubtedly tend to 
make him view a YeB vote with less 
abhorrence than now. In addition, it 
would Inevitably lead to the estab- 
lishment of kitchen bar-rooms and all 
their attendant evils. It might also 
tempt the less scrupulous druggists, 
of whom we have very few, to secret- 
ly violate the law, and in my opinion, 
lead to a most undesirable situation 
from a temperance standpoint. It 
should also be remembered that while 
liquor Is being undoubtedly sold by 
druggists for other than "medicinal, 
mechanical or chemical” purposes, it 
is sold openly, with signature and ad- 
dress of each purchaser for future 
reference of the authorities, if neces- 
sary, and the temptations of indis- 
criminate liquor drinking are not dis- 
played before our young people. In 
my opinion the best interests of tem- 
perance and of the city require a con- 
tinuance of the well-established cus- 
tom of granting sixth-class licenses, 
under strict surveillance, to ail repu- 
table druggists in the city. 

Alderman Cox performed a public 
duty In calling attention to the great 
need of money for our streets, our 
sidewalks and our Btreet lights, when 
commenting on an appropriation of 
$5000 for supervision of playgrounds. 
While I am heartily in favor of play- 
ground supervision from the excel- 
lent work It has accomplished at 
Newton Centre, still I do not believe 
the city should devote money for out- 
side purposes, until it has placed its 
house in order. There is general 
complaint that our streetB are dirty, 
ihe surfaces worn, the grass borders 
untrimmed and a general air of slack- 
ness, which was not known until the 
last few years. This is not due to 
Street Commissioner Ross, but is due 
lo the policy of the city government, 
which has pared down the street ap- 
propriations until they are smaller 
than they were ten or twelve years 
ago, when the laborers’ wages were 
smaller and the working hours long- 
er. It is well enough to prepare for 
future generations by supervision of 
play, but It 1 b also highly important 
to remember that the present genera- 
tion Is entitled to Borne return for 
the taxeB it pays. 

1 truBt the proposed Auburndale 
playground will not prove a second 
Bui loughs pond, in the way of ex- 
pense to the city. It ie a great pity 
that a better piece of land cannot be 
secured for this purpose in that pleas- 
ant village.

The use of a motor cycle to control 
the automobile traffic on Common- 
wealth avenue Is a wise step. It 
should make the avenue as safe for 
travel as the boulevards under the 
control of the Metropolitan park po- 
lice. The abiiBe of Commonwealth 
Avenue by automobile speed maniacs 
has continued long enough and the 
city should employ the most modern 
methodn to Btop it. 

Alderman Cox should be commend- 
ed for acting as an Interrogation 
point at the aldermanlc meetings. 
Important matter* are too frequently 
passed upon without lhat thoro ex- 
planation which la due to every tax- 
payer of the city. 

The opening of the New Cambridge 
subway tomorrow ought to be of con- 
siderable benefit to residents of thifl 
city, as the running time of 8 min- 
utes from Harvard square to Park 
Btreet will materially reduce the time 
for the full ride to Nonantum square. 

The Mulcahy claim will prove a 
veritable Banquos ghoBt to the pres- 
ent board of aldermen. 

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The most Interesting Incident of 
the week at the State House was the 
visit and speech of President Taft. 
Such an ..event would be of great Im- 
portance of Itself, but following the 
recent visit and speech of his prede- 
cessor, Col. Roosevelt, It was Inevi- 
table that the contrasts between the 
two men should be keenly noted. 
The friendB of President Taft have 
every reason to be proud of the re- 
ception given their candidate and of 
the words he spoke. Long continued 
applause marked hiB appearance and 
his speech evidently met the views of 
most of his hearers. His denuncia- 
tion of the fallacy of the proposition 
•to over ride the constitution by pop- 
ular whim was spoken with great 
earnestness and received with en- 
thusiasm. 

There was an interesting hearing 
Wednesday on the "cold storage" bill. 
Professor Sedgwick Bald there was a 
lot of humbug in the proposed legis- 
lation to control the business, and 
declared that a good egg can stay in 
storage indefinitely. Mr. Freedom 
Hutchinson of Newton appeared in 
opposition for the meat packing in- 
dustries, and Mr. A. C. Burnham of 
Newton Centre spoke for the fish 
dealers. Mr. Burnham said that five 
sixths of all the halibut eaten in New 
England waa frozen. 

The committee on Liquor law has 
voted leave to withdraw on Aider- 
man Gray’s excellent bill to make the 
holder of a permit to transport in- 
toxicating liquor, responsible for the 
acts of his employes. 

The committee on railroads has 
voted unanimously to report a bill to 
compel the railroads entering Boston, 
to electrify their systems, In the 
metropolitan district before Jan. 1, 
1920. 

All three of our representatives 
voted against the bill to incorporate 
the Boynton railroad system, but it 
passed the house by a wide margin. 
All three men also voted to sustain 
the governor’s veto of the bill to 
authorize the Suffolk Law school to 
grant degrees. 

The bill to reimburse the city for 
a portion of the expense of the New- 
ton Independent Industrial school has 
been favorably reported by the Ways 
and Means committee and has been 
passed by the house. 

The taxation committee has acted 
wisely In reporting the constitutional 
amendment to allow a uniform rate 
of taxation thruout the state on per- 
sonal property. This would go a 
long ways towards preventing tax 
dodging and is a step In the right 
direction. 

Mr. Henry M. Howard of West New- 
ton opposed the bill for an independ- 
ent agricultural Bchool in Bristol 
County, calling the scheme theoreti- 
cal, impractical and expensive.

Elder gave a vivid outline of the fish- 
eries controversy which grew out of 
the interpretation of a short clause 
In the treaty of 1818. The import- 
ance of the fisheries to New England 
grew out of the fact that in the early 
days she had almost no manufactures 
and much of her business income was 
derived from the catching and sale 
of fish. The rights of fishing on the 
Newfoundland coasts were derived 
from the wars with France In which 
John Adams asserted that New Eng- 
land states and Massachusetts in par- 
ticular had spent more blood and 
treasure than all the rest of the Brit- 
ish empire, and he declared when 
acting as a commissioner for the 
United States at the close of the Rev- 
olution that he would set his hand to 
no treaty that did not give us those 
rights in full. Mr. Elder sketched 
the subsequent history of the contro- 
versy and the various disputes which 
led finally to the treaty under which 
the questions at issue were referred 
to a special tribunal selected from the 
permanent court of arbitration at The 
Hague. He gave vivid personal char- 
acterizations of the five arbitrators 
and of the leading counsel engaged 
in the case and told of the many in- 
teresting incidents of the ten weeks 
of argument during the summer 6f 
1910. The decision was favorable to 
the United States in all but one of 
the contested points. 

In closing, Mr. Elder emphasized 
the point that Great Britain and the 
United States, in question No. 1 in 
the arbitration, had submitted to Ju- 
dicial decision a question of national 
honor, and had acquiesced in its de- 
cision, thus disposing of one of the 
much-talked of objections to the ar- 
bitral method of settling international 
disputes. "It was one of the great- 
est steps forward,” he said, "that has 
been taken towards general arbitra- 
tion and it was a fit and high histori- 
cal sequence that President Trft pro- 
posed that treaties of general arbitra- 
tion without exceptions of vital Inter- 
est and national honor should be 
made between the two countries.” 
(Applause.) The treaties have re- 
ceived a temporary check. The Czar 
of Russia has the glory of having 
called the peace conferences which 
have advanced toward the permanent 
court of The Hague, and given us an 
actual arbitral tribunal. But it was 
reserved for the United States to take 
the long step forward and make the 
bold proposition which would became 
historic. Whatever may be the fu- 
ture with regard to our President, I 
venture the assertion that his fame 
will rest highest and strongest upon 
that great movement toward interna- 
tional peace resulting from the form 
of ;hat proposal. Arbitration is no 
longer an Iridescent dream of old 
gentlemen that come together in con- 
vention and pass resolutions. It is 
becoming step by step and decade by 
decade an ascertained fact. 

More than a hundred years ago we 
hud our first arbltratiou treaty with 
Great Britain, and James Sullivun, 
Attorney-General of Massachusetts, 
was counsel Tor the United States, and 
in Ids closing argument he said in 
substance: "Thus in this quiet cham- 
ber we are settling the boundaries 
between two great nations. Why 
should not all nations settle their dif- 
ferences in tills way and not choke 
the rivers with the corpses of their 
sonH or drench continents with their 
blood?” That is the question that the 
Increasing civilization of the world is 
usking with more and more determi- 
nation, and there can be but one an- 
swer to it.

At the quarterly meeting of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Newton Federa- 
tion on Monday morning there were 
the usual reports and routine busi- 
ness. A request was made that the 
secretaries or the clubs send to Mrs. 
Bernard Early, corresponding secre- 
tary of the Federation, information 
regarding desirable days for holding 
the Federation public meetings, so 
that another year the members may be 
informed at the beginning of the 
season the dateB for the Federation 
meetings In order tb avoid so far as 
possible conflicting with regular 
church appointments and other regu- 
lar meetings.

They had consid- 
ered the introduction of the School 
City into the schoolB, but upon In- 
vestigation both In Newton and in 
Boston, they had decided to abandon 
the idea as Impracticable. They had 
been looking into the Juvenile Court 
of the City and had found the need 
of volunteer probation work and of 
a special probation officer for the 
girls.

At the meeting of the Social Sci- 
ence Club on Wednesday morning, 
Miss Miriam Drury gave a brjef re- 
port of the Newton Federation Board 
meeting. After which Mrs. J. W. 
Mclntyte read the paper of the morn- 
ing on "What the Government is do- 
ing for the Fanners’ prepared by 
Mrs. F. A. Pickernell, an absent 
member of the club. 

In the history of agriculture, she 
said, the individual efforts of the 
farmer have been ineffectual. The 
rich lands of the new country were 
robbed by primitive methods followed 
because of established custom. The 
average farmer had no conception of 
the influence of soil conditions, cli- 
mate. etc., and his life and that of 
his family was hard and unattractive. 
One difficulty in the way of assisting 
him was hlB remoteness from the 
centres of civilization. Novi- the rural 
free delivery and the telephone bring 
him Into closer touch with the world 
at large. 

In 1839 the government appropri- 
ated $1000, which was used the next 
year in making investigations and 
distributing seeds and cuttings. Ab 
agriculture has been developed a 
larger sum has been appropriated 
until It haB now reached the millions. 
In 1889, what had been a bureau, be- 
came an executive department and ItB 
head a cabinet officer, known as the 
Secretary of Agriculture. In the last 
20 years thlB department has devel- 
oped wonderfully and now includes 
many sub-divisions with chiefs and 
assistants to carry on the work and 
to cooperate with the State govern- 
ments to assist the farmer. 

The educational work being done 
by the State institutions was touched 
upon and the Farmer’s Institutes 
with their practical demonstrations. 
The schedules, which the govern- 
ment has made of all sections of the 
country and the investigations into 
pests, were mentioned, as well as the 
assistance of the Weather Bureau. 
Mrs. McIntyre read from a little 
book entitled, "The Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the Farmer,” of many 
things being done by that system to 
assist In the profitable marketing of 
crops. Many interesting contribu- 
tions were brought out In the dis- 
cussion. 


Home Economics Conference 

As guests of the Fortnightly Club 
of Winchester about 300 club women 
attended tbe conference of the Home 
Economics Depnrtment of the State 
Federation on Monday afternoon, 
March 18, in the Unitarian church of 
that place. Mrs. Mabel G. Nichols, 
president of the Hostess club, greeted 
the visitors in the name of her club 
and turned the meeting over to the 
Mtb. Hattie M. Douglas, chairman of 
the department, who presided during 
the afternoon. 

The flrBl speaker was Mrs. Bertha 
June Richardson LucaB aud her topic, 
"The Woman who Spends.” Where 
women fall In their spending, she said 
Is In not having a plan. We do not 
know where we stand, if we do cot 
have a plan. The clubs are taking 
up larger and larger subjects and 
are reaching out into many Helds, 
we are going to get a great many 
humps unless our undertakings are 
based on some plan. But we are ofren 
confronted I with the fact that our 
plans have a dreadful way of not 
working, but it does not pay to be 
discouraged if it doesn’t work. One 
of the essential things is to base a 
well ordered system of accounts. It 
is not necessary to have an elaborate 
system with many parallel columns, 
but have a small book to carry arouud 
with you to enter things Immediately 
and then at the end of the month col- 
lect Into a larger book with not too 
many columus. She Baid aha did not 
care about the balancing; that is not 
the purpose of accounts. What they 
teach you in regard to your own 
spending Is the important thing. Mrs. 
Lucas dwelt upou the necessity or a 
woman’s kuowlug what is in her own 
ice box und preventing warte. Aud 
urged the dignity of spending lor the 
things that are worth while. We have 
got to get home economics home, into 
our own clutches. She deplored the 
teudeucy of women toward bargain 
sales. When we get things cji »ap, it 
does uut couie out of the store, it 
comes out of the worker. Mrs. Lucas 
admitted the difficulty for one woman 
to tell auother bow to spend her 
money, but she urged the making out 
of u budget and developing Intelli- 
gence lu regard to It aud If it does 
! not work, to be able to change It. 
Whatever you do. see to It that you 
spend wisely. 

During a short period a l lot ml for 
discussion the fact that the children 
today are not trained In their own 
speudlug was deplored. 

Miss He leu Louise Johnson was the 
next speaker, and her subject, "The 
Club Woman's Responsibility". She 
emphasised the necessity of a plan, 
for until you make your plau you

have nothing by which to measure 
your expenditures. The standard 
which economists have set as to the 
division of the Income, ts as follows 
Rent 25 per cent, food 26 per cent, op- 
erating expenses 16 per cent, and tbe 
rest divided between clothing and the 
"higher life." She, too, pointed out 
the value of household accounts. 
There has always been a problem of 
living, she Bald, how to retain health, 
strength and power, how to be effici- 
ent for our task. Life should yield 
these results and the world be bet- 
ter because we live In It A tendency 
of the day among the young people is 
the valuing money aB money and not 
for Its purebasing power. A .nan In 
keeping his accounts is doing 1: to 
see hlB profits, while with a woman, 
and this 1 b one of the reasons why a 
woman does not keep accounts, — there 
Is never anything left on the profit 
side. What she has made is writ- 
ten in the book of the angels. The 
1095 meals, served during a year, are 
often considered as so many oppor- 
tunities for drudgery, on the other 
hand, they should be considered as 
1095 opportunities to make good. 

In Bpeaking of standards she said 
that woman's first responsibility is 
the voicing or forming of standards, 
to Bhow that the source of real power 
Is never in human possessions, but 
in what you want to do and be, in 
your expression and attitude towards 
life. To distinguish the real from the 
false and not mistake the means for 
the end. 

Miss Anna Barrows of Columbia 
was the last speaker and presented 
the Page Bill now before Congress, 
which provides for increased work 
along home economic lines and en- 
courages the study of agriculture.

She warned the women that 
it waB bad not to have a plan, but 
It was worse to let the plan ride us. 
We should have dishes that cannot 
be broken, but plr^a that may O'?.

FINE CONCERT 

Last week Thursday evening the 
Dodgo-Torello Quintet, assisted by 
ErneHt W. Harrison, pianist, and How- 
ard White, Basso cantante, provided 
an excellent concert at Players’ Hall. 

The firs! number on the program 
was the Dvorak Quintet in G major — 
In 3 movements. Allegro con fuoco— 
Poco andante and Scherzo. It wne 
an interesting performance in many 
ways, for presented for the first time 
time to Newton audiences Antony To- 
rello, the Kreisler of the contra bass. 
Mr. Torello mnde a favorable Impres- 
sion In this first number, although 
the honors should go to Mr. William 
F. Dodge, who played the leading 
themes whh much virility In the open- 
ing number which revealed the con- 
structive quaUles or Dvorak's mind In 
writing this composition. The an- 
dante movement was a real inspira- 
tion and one always heard with pleas- 
ure for each part teemed with ex- 
pressive interest and the weaving and 
counter weaving of the many melo- 
dies all In all, gave an agreeable 
sense of beauty to the audience. 

The final or scherzo movement of 
the quintet proved to be a passionate, 
yet graceful work and tbe treatment 
It received at this performance did It 
ample justice. 

Mr. William F. Dodge rendered the 
Saint Saens "Rondo Caprlcioao” for 
Mb solo number. To many who have 
heard him in past seasons, his work 
on this evening was a surprise and 
pleasure, for Mr. Dodge has matured 
with that pleaBlng maturity which has 
lost none of its brilliance, but with 
the maturity that has added strength 
to hiB tone and beauty to every note 
that' he plays. He was encored and 
played the "Thais,” "Meditation” in a 
charming, well interpreted manner, 

Mr. Howard White, the basso can- 
tante sang in a delightful manner a 
group of songB that gave much pleas- 
ure; they were In direct contrast to 
the instrumental numbers. Mr. White 
owns a beautiful baBso cantante 
voice; he has a charming mannerism 
of singing as though he enjoyed to 
sing and without stiffness or re- 
straint; he sang as people like to 
hear singers, free and open; his dic- 
tion was clear and his tones sympa- 
thetic where required and broad 
where necessary. His first number, 
"Mother o’ Mine,” by Tours, was the 
prettiest of the group, although the 
"PlpeB of Gordon’s Men” displayed 
his ability more, both as a singer and 
an actor, for Mr. White is dramatic 
to a pleasing extent. 

Antony Torello was the lion of the 
program. He rendered Bottesini’B 
“Variations" in a manner that proved 
unbelievable; that is, not considered 
possible on Buch an unwieldy instru- 
ment. Yet the clear toneB, the 
smoothness and quality were most 
astounding— Mr. Torello’s art was 
displayed in every phase — as an exe- 
cutionist — as a producer of 'cello-like 
tones — as a musician with every mu- 
sical requirement. 

The last group of solos by Mr. 
White proved most interesting; espe- 
cially “Uncle Rome,” by Homer. It 
was a characteristic number and well 
received and enjoyed, Mr. White re- 
sponded to an encore by singing and 
playing a composition of his own. 

The final number on the program 
was a sextette for all strings and the 
piano. It was a fitting close to a 
brillfant program. The number waB 
divided into two portions— the An- 
Idante Espressivo and the Allegro En- 
I erglco. The harmony was unusual In 
1 many ways, yet pleasing and the Al- 
legro movement proved to be full of 
gaiety with many a quaint touch and 
original thought which loudly pro- 
claim BoisdefTe as the composer, Mr. 
Harrison’s work In this number in- 
troduced him In a new sphere to 
Newton audiences — yet one he is well 
qualified to fill. His playing was with 
much abandon, it is true, yet he ex- 
ercised that true muslcianly Intimate 
acquaintance with his art that made 
every one wish for a repetition of the 
number. The concert waB under the 
direction of A. H. Handley. 


Newton Lodge, I. O. O. F., gave a 
fine entertainment Monday evening 
in their lodge hall, West Newton, with 
“A Dr cbs Rehearsal of the Pumpkin 
Hollow Brass Band” aB the principal 
feature. There was a large attend- 
ance.

Mosart’s quartet in C major was 
one of the three quartets played bo- 
fore Haydn which prompted the re- 
markable words spoken by Haydn to 
Mozart’s father on that occasion — "I 
declare to you before God, as a man 
of honor, that your son Is the great- 
est composer that I know either per- 
sonally, or by reputation, he has taBte 
and beyond that, the moBt consum- 
mate knowledge of the art of com- 
position,” 

The Debussy Quartet in Q minor of 
course represents today’s Bchool of 
chamber concert compositions, being 
published In 1896 and in it, the cyclic 
treatment, which he used so frequent- 
ly In all of his compositions written 
at thlB period, is especially marked. 
The form consists in using a few 
themes which are modified and ex- 
panded in many ways, and these again 
developed, but the main themes are 
kept intact throughout, While thiB 
composition Is treated in a rather 
classic manner, it is broad and ro- 
mantic and full of the suggestive at- 
mosphere of the old enchantments. 

The Schubert Quartet In A minor 
is of the school of 1824, and waB the 
only one Issued during Schubert’s life 
time. The chief theme Is one of un- 
deniable charm and all four or the 
movements will prove a pleasurable 
study to musical students. i 

In addition to the quartet numbers 
Willem Wllleke will undoubtedly 
prove an Interesting change to the 
quartet program by his playing of 
two well-known soIob. This will be 
the first solo engagement he has 
played in Newton, which adds much 
to the Interest. 

The concert will be under the di- 
rection of Mr. A. H. Handley.

NOTED CLERGYMAN DEAD 

After a brief Illness Rev. Benjamin 
W. Atwell, D.D., died at his residence, 
90 Washington street, Newton, Mass., 
Thursday morning, March 28, aged 73. 

Dr. Atwell was born in Wakefield, 
Mass., August, 1838. In hiB childhood 
the family removed to Lowell, Mass., 
where he received his early educa- 
tion, graduating from the I>owell High 
School. Thence he went to St. Law- 
rence University, at Canton, N. Y„ 
where he took both the collegiate and 
theological courses, and wub ordained 
to the ministry of the Unlversalist 
Church. After a short time he re- 
tired and was received into the Epis- 
copal Church, in due time taking 
Holy Orders. He was ordained by 
the celebrated Bishop Clark of Rhode 
Island, and became his assistant at 
Grace Church, Providence. From that 
charge he was called to St. Stephen’s 
Church, Lynn, Mass., and next to St. 
Thomas’ Church, Camden, Me. Thence 
he went to Pottsville, Pa., and after 
a few years there took charge of the 
missionary work of the DioceBe of 
Vermont, as Diocesan Missionary — or 
Archdeacon. His last rectorate w r aB 
at Shelburne, Vt. A few years ago be 
retired from the active work of the 
ministry, and removed to Newton. 

Dr. Atwell was a teacher of elocu- 
tion In his earlier days, and, besides 
training a number of men who be- 
pame prominent In public life, taught 
In several schools and gave public 
readings. He wrote Atwell's "Epi- 
tome of Elocution,” a book much used 
In the last generation. 

His wife died last October and he 
is survived by one daughter, Mrs. Ed- 
ward E. Dearborn of Newton, and one 
Bister, Mrs. A. F. Hurd of Stonehara, 
Mass. 

Funeral services will be held Mon- 
day morning at 10.46 o’clock at the 
Grace Church.

COSTLY SUBWAYS 

The public is rejoicing in the open- 
ing last Saturday of the Cambridge 
BUbway. There is a financial Bide to 
this BUbway proposition, however, 
which It is altogether suitable to con- 
sider, even at the risk of introducing 
a discordant note Into a chorus of 
thanksgiving. 

The Cambridge subway has cost 
$11,750,000 including the Boston end 
or "Cambridge connection” as it is 
called by the rapid transit commis- 
sion. This enormous sum of money 
represents an addition to fixed 
charges of at least $750,000 per an- 
num, including only moderate allow- 
ances for depreciation of rolling 
stock and Incidental repairs, plus an 
allowance of say 6 per cent for inter- 
est on the principal. Probably the 
new money for the enterprise has 
cost rather over than under 6 per 
cent. Assuming, however, that $760,- 
000 is a fair allowance for the carry- 
ing charge of the new rapid transit 
route, it is entirely within the facts 
to state that the subway must produce 
at least $1,500,000 of new gross busi- 
ness to even pay for itself. 

This would be an addition of 10 
per cent to the present revenues of 
the elevated system. It would repre- 
sent the expenditure of $10 more 
yearly by every one of the 150,000 
persons whom the subway will serve 
above what they are now paying for 
transportation to the Elevated. Con- 
sidering the fact that the per capita 
expenditure for elevated transporta- 
tion in the district served by the Ela- 
vated is only $13 to $14 per annum, 
it is clear at a glance that the new 
subway must at the outset produce a 
very small fraction of the $750,000 
carrying charge. The burden will fall 
directly on the Boston Elevated net 
earnings. 

The public but faintly understands 
how enormous is the capital Invest- 
ment which Boston Elevated has 
made in the Cambridge district. The 
company haB, including this subway, 
a total of $18,000,000 Invested in this 
portion of the greater metropolitan 
district. This is the greatest bulk of 
capita] serving a similar population 
with rapid transit facilities in any 
equal portion of the world. It fig- 
ures out arujn vestment of $1400 for 
each dwelling house in Cambridge. Or 
stated even more strikingly It means 
that for each minute of time which 
the new route will save there has 
been invested a total of $688,000 of 
capital. 

When the East Cambridge exten- 
sion is finished, there will be added 
$1,750,000 to the present $18,000,000 
Cambridge investment, making a to- 
tal of $20,000,000 for this portion of 
the Elevated territory. 

The moral of these figures is ob- 
viously that while rapid transit may 
poBBess its popular side, it Ib also ex- 
ceedingly expensive and pushed be- 
yond certain limits it is an Invitation 
to financial breakdown, — Boston News 
Bureau.

CAN AYE BELIEVE THE DEITY OF 
JESUS CHRIST? 

Despite the exceedingly Inclement 
weather a large congregation wel- 
comed the Rev. Julian K. Smyth of 
New York, lecturing in answer to the 
question, "Can we Believe the Deity 
of Jesus ChrlBt?” at the Church of 
the New Jerusalem, Newtonville, last 
Sunday evening. The lecture was in 
Mr. Smyth’s own strong and convinc- 
ing style, and made a deep impres- 
sion upon the minds of his hearerB. 

It began with a reference to the 
attitude of the apostolic Christians 
toward the question, “Who wsb 
Christ?” They had no theological 
difficulties. They thought of Him as 
their Redeemer and Lord, and that 
was enough. Their faith In Him was 
such that neither tortures nor prison 
nor death could shake it. It was the 
guiding power of their lives. And 
through it they conquered the world. 

But with this conquest a new de- 
velopment began. Having defeated 
men’s passions and prejudices, Chris- 
tianity began to come into conflict 
with their doubts. And so theology 
was born, the tri-personal theology; 
and a religious reign of terror fol- 
lowed as men fought and persecuted 
one another in defense of personal 
Interpretations. Sect after sect aroBe, 
and has continued to arlBe till now. 

Did this mean that Christ’s com- 
ing was a failure? No, for he Him- 
self predicted It. He said that “the 
love of many would wax cold.” He 
even likened this to the end of the 
world. But He also said that He 
would come again, “not with obser- 
vation," not visibly, but spiritually. 
He said that his coming would be 
that of the “Spirit of Truth,” who 
should lead men into all truth. 

The New Church belleveB the only 
interpretation of the phenomena of 
modem life to be that we are living 
in the time of the Second Coming. It 
bases this belief upon the fact that a 
new method of interpreting the Scrip- 
tures has been given to the world, 
and that through it Christ Is once 
more clearly made to be God, the one 
true object of the Church’s faith and 
devotion. 

It was In the opening of the Scrip- 
tures that the apostleB of old found 
their wondrous power. After the 
crucifixion and burial of their Mas- 
ter, hope and expectation were dead 
In their hearts. They were but a par- 
cel of ignorant and broken-hearted 
men. But after HIb memorable ap- 
pearance, and still more after the 
Pentecostal illumination, they be- 
came world-conquering heroes. Il- 
literates became the greatest preach- 
ers in history. And if we look at the 
record of their utterances, we shall 
find always as the burden of them the 
fulfilment of prophecy. 

It Ib this element and power In 
primitive Christianity which the his- 
torical critics, with all their erudi- 
tion, have never adequately explained. 
What mere man could have claimed 
to be the hope of a whole nation, to 
have had all the details of His life 
foretold In the religious Scriptures of 
a race without an appearance of of- 
fensive egotism? What man, making 
such a claim, would have had any 
hope of its being accepted for *iwo 
thousand years, of its being the in- 
spiration of the greatest religious 
movement in history? Yet it waB Just 
this claim that gave to primitive 
Christianity its force and power. 

“The Christ of modern criticism 
and of libera) Protestantism is the 
Christ of the Gospels with all that 
really makes Him Christ left out. 
. . . Let such a Christ do such good 
us he can; but in our efforts to be 
charitable to such a conception, and 
to those who are trying to be satis- 
fied with it, let us not forget the 
Christ that made Christianity, the 
Christ of the goBpels. That Is a 
Christ of very different proportions: 
divine in origin; divine in love; di- 
vine lu wisdom; divine in authority; 
the Word made flesh; having all pow- 
er lu heuveu and on earth; human in 
all Unit appertained to the nature 
which He assumed by incarnation, 
but absolutely, infinitely above us In 


the inmost essence of HIb being; the 
forthcoming of Deity, God with us.” 

Affirming that this la the view of 
Christ which Is and will be always 
taken by the New Church, the lec- 
turer closed with a quotation from a 
poem called “The Crystal,” by Sidney 
Lanier. After eulogizing the great 
men of history, yet finding in each 
some flaw or imperfection, the poet 
says, 

“What 'if or ‘yet’, what mote, what 
flaw, what lapse, 

What least defect, or shadow of de- 
fect, 

What rumor, tattled by an enemy, 

Of inference loose, what lack of 
grace, 

Even in torture’s grasp, or Bleep’s, or 
death’s. 

Oh, what amiss may I forgive in Thee, 
Jesus, good Paragon, thou Crystal 
ChrlBt?” 

PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 

Forest Commissioner Bucknam has 
made plans for greatly improving the 
public playgroundB In the city. Two 
more tennis courts will be construct- 
ed on the Newton Centre playground, 
two at Upper Falls, two at Lower 
Falls, and two at Boyd Park. In ad- 
dition there will be Iron framed 
swings placed on the Stearns play- 
ground and sand boxes and see-saws 
for the children. At the new play- 
ground at Newton Highlands a metal 
frame backstop for the ball players 
la being erected, and a sanitary drink- 
ing fountain will be placed there aB 
Boon as the frost leaves the ground.

EDITORIAL 

For President, 

WILLI AM H. TAFT 

President Taft has done a great 
service in calling attention to the 
fact that the majority of the voters 
are but a small portion of the popu- 
lation. and that the rightB of the peo- 
ple to life, liberty and happiness re- 
quire a constitution for their protec- 
tion. In this connection it Is inter- 
esting to note that Mayor Hatfield 
was choBen mayor Inst December by 
a vote of 8290, less than half the 
registered voters of the city, about 
30 per cent of the adult male popula- 
tion of the city and about 9 per ceut 
of the population. Governor Foss 
was elected governor last fall by a 
vote of less than 7 per cent of the 
population, and President Taft re- 
ceived in 1908 about 8 per cent of the 
population. With these significant 
facts in mind 1 believe the people of 
this country should act cautiously on 
any proposition which will en- 
danger the rights of so many persons, 
now governed by such a small por- 
tion of the population. 

The aldermen have acted wisely In 
voting to hold the coming presidential 
primaries by precincts or groups of 
precincts. Newton is so situated that 
one voting place in a ward oftlmes 
prevents many citizens from casting 
their ballots on account of the dis- 
tance from their homes to the polling 
place. As the coming primaries 
promise to be of considerable inter- 
est to both parties, it Is well to en- 
sure a large expression of opinion. 

The evening schools which have 
just closed for the present season are 
doing splendid work in educating 
men, women and children, who will 
benefit themselves and the entire 
community in far larger proportion 
than the education given the so- 
called better classes. 

The epidemic of strikes all around 
us shows the great need of educating 
the foreign born to American ideas 
and ideals. 

In the approaching contest in this 
state between adherents of Presi- 
dent Taft and ex-president Roosevelt, 
let ub not forget that we are all Re- 
publicans and will support the nomi- 
nee of the June convention whoever 
he may be. Acrimony should have no 
part In settling the question as to the 
better man to nominate and elect as 
president of these United States.

Dust Whirl*. 

Seaward flowing waters are not 
alone responsible for the denudation 
of soils. Those who have watched 
dark dust storms approaching will be 
interested to know that estimates of 
solid mnterlnl suspended In the air run 
from 100 to 120.000 tons per cubic 
miles of air where sueb storms ure 
prevalent. The neoMan geologist. Ud 
den. taking conservative values und 
using fairly uccurote data for the num- 
ber. velocity nnd duration of the dust 
storms in the western states, con- 
cluded that "on the average about 
850.000.000 tons of dust are carried 
1.440 miles each year, thus doing In 
this region alone about 1,225,000.000. 

000 mile tons of transport.’* The dust 
whirls run each an average distance 
of 218 miles. 

Millepede*. 

The little creature which possesses 
the distinction of having more legs 
than any other animal Js that which 
belongs to the family of insects known 
ns millepedes or thousand footed. There 
are several different species of these, 
but they all possess the common char- 
acteristic of having segmented bodies, 
each segment of which Is provided 
with its own pair of feet. These are 
set so closely along the body as to re- 
semble bairs, and when they move one 
offer h nother with perfect regularity 
the effect Is precisely the same on a 
small scale ns that of n field of oats 
undulating under the Influence of the 
wind. Some species of millepedes have 
as many as 350 separate nnd distinct 
legs. They are all perfectly harmless.

All diamonds do not shine In the 
dark after exposure to sunlight or elec- 
tric light, but some do to a remnrkable 
degree.

The emission of light Is a property be- 
longing to ninny if not all kinds of 
crystals. 

A variety of white marble found nt 
Hastbigs-on-the-Hudson. N. Y., gives 
out a flame colored glow when pound- 
ed and bright flashes when scratched 
with steel. In northern New York Is 
found a kind of stone known locally 
ns "hell fire rock.” which exhibits 
bright sulphur colored streaks when 
scratched In the dark. Pieces of rose 
quartz rubbed together exhibit bril- 
liant flashes, sometimes bright enough 
to Illuminate the hands of the person 
holding them. Smoked quartz nnd 
other varieties sometimes show n sim- 
ilar phenomenon. — Chicago Record- 
Herald.

While confined there, 
what la known in history bb the sev- 
en dayB’ fighting Tront of Richmond 
took place. Twenty of the prisoners 
were selected for a special exchange 
and kept separate from the other 
prisoners and Mr. Fisher was among 
the number. While there the Camp 
of Belle Isle was organized and the 
prisoners were placed in a room 
which was used as a hospital until 
recovered sufficiently to be sent 
home under flag of truce. It was 
through Lincoln he was liberated so 
the gift by the Sunday School was 
greatly prized and appreciated by* Mr. 
Fisher.

A ROUGH PA AS AGE 

Boston, Mrbb., March 25, 1912. 

The past month has been the most 
adventurous In my traveling experi- 
ence. To begin with, we left New 
York February 21at, jtiat before that 
record wind of 96 milea which for a 
brief minute or two reached 110 miles j 
per hour. In this gale our good ship 
waa very skilfully handled. Still the 
waveB rolled continuously over the 
waist of the vessel, and all the decks 
were lashed In a fury of waters. For- 
tunately, perhapB, most of the paBBen- 
gers were too sick to realize the situ- 
ation. To the few who could appre- 
ciate It, It was a magnificent spec- 
tacle. This storm cut down the usual 
dally schedule more than 100 miles. 
We reached Kingston, Jamaica, en 
route to the IsthmuB, about 8 hours 
late. It waB a brilliant moonlight 
evening, and a party of us went 
ashore. The streets were tumultuous 
with people, 95 per cent blacks. There 
waa a trolley strike on which had 
stirred up 111 feeling to the point of 
lawlessness. A riot soon started, the 
mob went surging by. As I was act- 
ing as guide for a mixed company 
who had never been in Jamaica be- 
fore, I did not deem It prudent to fol- 
low, but by a circuit ous route direct- 
ed our steps to the Myrtle Bank Ho- 
tel, which was well one side of the 
disturbance. In the course of an 
hour or two some of the more adven- 
turesome of the men who had fol- 
lowed the mob came back and Bald 
there had been a real riot, that the 
Jail had been stormed, and houBeB 
wrecked, and that finally, aB the po- 
lice and constabulary could not sub- 
due them with their clubs, they drew 
their revolvers, with the result, sb 
we learned the next morning, of one 
or more killed and 30 to 40 wounded, 
called In the paper the worst riot 
Kingston had ever had. We also 
learned that one of our number, the 
son of a prominent New Yorker, had 
been found unconscious and robbed 
of his money and gold watch. He was 
brought aboard quite badly battered 
up and was under the doctor’s care 
for two or three days. 

Following a week spent at the Isth- 
mus and vicinity and another on the 
return trip to Jamaica, I finally left 
Port Antonio in a cockle shell, com- 
paratively speaking — an old Norwe- 
gian freighter of 700 to 800 tons, — 
bound for Charleston, S. C. It had 
no passenger accommodations, but I 
got the consent of the captain and 
the fruit company who had charter- 
ed the boat. I hud the captain’s cab- 
in, he occupying the chart room and 
pilot house on deck above. The night 
after leaving Jamaica was a rough 
one for the"bld boat, which apparent- 
ly was not built on lines of safety 
and stability, it being too long for 
Its beam, which was only 29 feet wide, 
whereas it should be 36 feet at least. 
After dark a stiff wind from the east 
nearly heeled us over, routing me out 
of my berth with a dash of water 
through the ports, while the cry run- 
ning through the boat calling the men 
to cover the forward hatch to prevent 
the water flooding the hold. The 
hatch was left open as much as pos- 
sible to supply air to our cargo of 
bananas, but protected against chance 
waves by a tarpaulin. The men final- 
ly succeeded in covering the hatch, 
The night and following morning 
were strenuous to me. Daylight re- 
vealed that the cargo had shifted, and 
that the boat was heeled over to port 
30 degrees or more. Fortunately the 
three days following were compara- 
tively smooth, but it would be diffi- 
cult to exaggerate the discomfort of 
thoBe days. It was next to impos- 
sible to walk about or hardly to sit 
In a chair for our necessarily scanty 
meals; a cup of coffee, for Instance, 
must be held In the hand aa long as 
any liquid remained in the cup. Any 
fluid in the dishes on the table which 
was well racked to prevent their slid- 
ing off, would crawl off and follow 
gravity to the listed port side. Though 
the boat rolled constantly, It rarely 
reached a horizontal or a level deck, 
but oscilatted through that arc of a 
circle representing about 45 degrees. 
Though the boilers are arranged for 
rough sailing, the list to port with 
the roll made stoking very difficult. 

On reaching Charleston Harbor, our 
misery was nearly ended in a catas- 
trophe. A hoot which came out to 
assist us into our dock accidentally 
rammed us bow on, striking us amid- 
ships, and Btaving in our rail, with a 
portion of the deck, to about five feet 
above water line. Fortunately this 
was on the port or listed side. The 
captain said, had the blow been on 
the opposite or upper Bide, It would 
have sent us under. 

In my trip this year I must have 
been a sort of Jonah. The seductive 
advertisements of sailing in the trop- 
ics on tranquil summer seas while 
old Boreas plays havoc in our frozen 
North, were far from true. I heard 
ladies who were taking the Carribean 
trip on the strength of such represen- 
tations bitterly Inveighing againBt the 
agents who had advised and sold them 
tickets for what proved a rather mis- 
erable three weekB’ outing, owing to 
so much rough weather. 

Per contra, my trip of last year 
was uneventful on the water, owing 
to the monotonously fine weather.

One of the wonders of tlio Inst 
quarter of n century la the rapid de- 
velopment of electricity. More than 
twenty-five years ago, in a public lec- 
ture, I stated "There Is a power, we 
now call It electricity, that, when 
properly harnessed, can heat, light 
and give all the power needed on this 
earth." 

Some of my scientific friends ex- 
pressed doubt, thinking I had made 
a broad and questionable statement. 

I replied, enough power, already 
has been developed to talk around 
the world. 

From the lightning and the spark 
we know- light Is there, and the heat 
we can feel. 

My prophecy has already come part- 
ly true. We light our streets and 
houses, our railway and street cars 
and even our carriages with elec- 
tricity. Our cars, street and railway 
cars and even our carriages are run 
by the same power. It Is being de- 
veloped and harnessed more and 
more by our scientific men and the 
whole is only Just in its infancy. 

Hitherto it has been developed 
largely through the combustion of 
coal and the water-fall. 

Another source for the production 
of electricity, and the greatest and, 
in time, perhaps the cheapest, has 
not been used to any extent. I refer 
to the surf-beat on the shore. It is 
not generally counted upon as one 
of the greatest forces In nature. The 
Incoming wave — the shoreward wave 
Is power^producing, as well as a 
great power itself. The outgoing 
wave Is of no value, It exerts but lit- 
tle force. During and after a storm 
the tremendous power of the incom- 
ing wa^e Is seen — the surf dashing 
high as it strikes the rock-ribbed 
shore.

The force required to do this must 
have been enormous. 

Alexander Dumas states, as a fact, 
In a terrible storm at the island of 
Mansitas, the powerful waves rolled 
a cannon lying beneath the water on 
the shore, over and over shoreward. 
The power of these waves is enorm- 
ous. 

Now, if an Inventor can evolve a 
machine that can utilize this surf- 
beat-power, the result will be far 
reaching In its assistance to man. The 
force and power Is beyond computa- 
tion. All our manufactories and in- 
dustries, our steam and electric 
roads can be run by electricity. All 
our homes and buildings can be heat- 
ed and lighted by this same force. 

The late Mr. Charles E. Billings of 
Newton attempted. In a small way, to 
utilize this power at his seaside home 
tn Magnolia situated on the north 
shore near Glocester. 

He had a raft made and anchored 
it near the shore and attached to it 
a pump. The rise and fall of the 
waveB pumped the water up to u 
reservoir on the shore, from which 
he had an abundance of salt water for 
bathing and a certain amount of pow- 
er to be used as he might desire. 

ThiB same wave power can bo util- 
ized to develop electricity for nearby 
or far away. 

See the In-rolling wave lift a huge 
vessel at the wharf or anchored 
nearby. It requires an immense pow- 
er to do this mid ibis power can be 
harnesHed and will be, in time, to 
such an extent as to, easily, furnish 
electricity along the shore and back 
inlund for long dlstunceH. 

This pow'er is a tremendous waste 
and cun be utilized when some wiz- 
ard, like Edison, invents the requisite 
machinery. 

Several uttempts have been made 
10 utilize this aujf-beat, but thus far 
1ms not been successful to any great 
extent.

KNKTSKL CONCERT 


It wns a largo, opproclative nu<Jr- 
onco that greeted the Knelsel Quartet 
Inst Friday evening st iho final sub- 
scription concert of the Hatfleld-llur- 
rngo series in Players' Hall, West 
Newton. 

This series of concerts has become 
known all over musical America hr 
the finest course in the country;, at 
no town, city or institution, musical 
or otherwise, art* attractions of such 
sterling worth and rcpulnlloRi pro- 
|v|dod for the entertainment or. edu- 
i eat Ion of nil attdlence. 

I During the past few season* such 
'artists as ireneposo the Adqnipwakl 
Trio, The Flonsmley QunrM., The 
Knelsel Quartet, the Boston Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, the DoUno-Torollo 
Quintet,, not to mention Frqnttie Mc- 
MUlen, Mary Hlssem De Moss and 
many others, have appear**!. all giv- 
ing programs of highest musical 
merit. 

The program provided hy the KneL 
ppIr last Friday evening, was no ex- 
ception to those rendered earlier m 
the season, details of which were 
given In Inst week's ipsue; it o»ly 
now remains to speak the perform- 
ance Itself. 

Of course. It Is but natural to com- 
pare the Knelsels with the Fkmza- 
leys; but this is not at all possible 
—for ihev represent two entirely dif- 
ferent schools. The Flonzaloy Quar- 
tet on one hand, adheres almost rig- 
idly to compositions of the romantic 
school ; no solos whatsoever arc per- 
formed by any of them — their work is 
entirely different— It 1 h brilliant, and 
exagerated on one hand — while deli- 
cacy abounds to some extent — yet not 
to that extent as Is found In the per- 
formances of the Knelsels; the tone 
of the Flonzwleya Is attractive — but 
does not possess the rich, mellowness, 
or the ripe, loving smoothness of the 
Knelsels. Comparisons are said to 
be out of order in many cases, and, 
man for man, In comparing these two 
quartets— It would be hard to make a 
final decision, for what pleases one 
hearer, doeB not satisfy the other 
and so we might go on. 

Perhaps in the whole musical world 
there Is not another such first violin 
as Franz Knelsel; it is his tone we 
speak of when we mention richness, 
warmth, depth and sympathy; there 
Is nothing hard about it; Mr. Knelsel 
lives every moment that he plays; he 
lives to play and that la about all. 

His life, even when the concert 
master of the Boaton Symphony Or- 
chestra, was first for his quartet. It 
Is only proper and obligatory to state 
that perhapB the largest Influence in 
our musical Improvement has been 
the playing of this very quartet. No 
musical organization in America, or 
even Europe, holds a higher place in 
the development of chamber music 
than the Knelsels and one of the 
hopeful signs of the times is the de- 
voted public rallying every year to 
the support of the quartet. 

The Mozart Quartet in C major 
which was described fully laBt week, 
was given with the Knelsels’ usual 
interpretation— that of a band of ar- 
tists, and its rendition was certainly 
replete with the sophistry of musical 
pleasure. It would be difficult to 
pick out any one movement as the 
beBt although history tells us that the 
introductory passage is said to have 
given offence to a marked degree to 
the purists of the time of its publica- 
tion, on account of the unusual har- 
mony which even today soundB quite 
modern. 

The Debussy Quartet in G minor, 
of which two movements were played 
wbb of course the piece de resist- 
ance” because of Its being an exam- 
ple of the modern school. The 
themes sounded odd to us, but very 
pleasing for the work is treated in a 
classic manner, being broad and full 
of romance and enchantment. 

The solo group played by Mr. WU- 
leke was rather a disappointment. 
There seemed to be too much vibrato, 
which is out of place with ’cellists of 
today. Yet it must be remembered 
that It is Indeed a difficult task to sit 
In a quartet and play a quartet pro- 
gram and then practically tear one’s 
mind and thought away from the work 
In hand, which is entirely In a differ- 
ent mood, and compose one’s self to 
play or perform solos. Never has the 
Casella "Napolltalne" been played bet- 
ter here. It was the performance of 
an artist — the performance of a man 
knowing his Instrument— ifa capabili- 
ties and itB limits— and he displayed 
them all to the utmost. The Raff 
"Larghelto” played first — waB a dainty 
uud tempting display of sound pro- 
duction of true ’cello tones. Mr. Wil- 
leke’s reception must have pleased 
him for his encore was given in an 
even better vein than his solos, If 
such were possible. 

The fiual number of the program — 
the Schubert Quartet in A minor waB 
another display of "crltlcless” artis- 
try. it wus suprome muBlc, justly 
played — nothing sacrificed to produce 
force or tone, but everything subserv- 
ed to properly Interpret art as It 
should be. The Becoud movement be- 
ing especially sweet and expressive, 
and after a brief modulation, of which 
no one but Beethoven or Schubert 
would havo thought, the double bur 
appears and the whole repeated in 
the usual way. A beautiful Andante 
movement then follows, iu C major, 
a real Inspiration, for oven though 
iho construction is of simple design, 
each part teem* with expressive In- 
terest. The final Allegro Moderato Is 
full of gaiety, containing many a 
quaint touch— which of course means 
that Schubert wub the composer. 

The whole concert was a delight tn 
every way and It is too bad that more 
people cannot avail themselvos of the 
opportunities that are offered In New- 
ton to hear the musical Ilona of the 
couutry. 

The concert was under the musical 
direction of Mr. A. H. Handley.

X TEX- TEAR LIGHTING 
CONTRACT 

At a largely attended town meet- 
ing hold in South Framingham Tues- 
day evening, March 19, the citizen p 
voted overwhelmingly tycainBt the es- 
tablishment of a municipal electric 
lighting plant for tl»e town. At the 
same meeting, undor another Artteta 
it was voted unanimously to author- 
ize the Board of. Selectmen to t»ike 
a contract with. The Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company of Boston, for 
lighting the streets and rau&tclpal 
buildings for a period of ten years. 

This is the end of a long and bitter 
fight on tbe part of a few citizens or 
the town, for the establishment of * 
municipal plant. A Municipal Light- 
ing Committee has been at work for 
two years gathering data and com- 
piling reports purporting to show the 
advantages and success of municipal 
plants In different parts of New Eng- 
land and the United StateB. About 
seven yearB ago the town began re- 
fusing the Selectmen permission to 
enter into a contract for lighting for 
more than one year at a time, with 
the result that, according to the Edl- 
Bon Company’s municipal schedule, 
the town has loBt much money that 
might have been gained through the 
ten per cent, discount on a ten-year 
contract. Both the Municipal Light- 
ing Committee and the Boston EdiBon 
Company have submitted letters and 
statistics through the dally papers of 
the town; and these havo been read 
W’ith great interest, and with the re- 
sult shown in the first paragraph, 

BOYLSTON ST. SUBWAY 

The merchants along Boylston and 
Tremont streetB and the thousands of 
shopperB who patronize the stores 
along theseJ thorough fa res are deeply 
interested In the building of the new 
Boylston-streel subway. Additional 
Information relative to the new un- 
derground tube shows that the length 
of the subway will be two miles and 
length of the first section 1900 feet. 
This section will cost $632,000. 

There will be stations at BoylBton 
and Tremont streets, Copley square 
and at Massachusetts avenue and 
Boylston street. The estimated time 
required to complete ^Jhe subway is 
three years. It is saTd that the first 
section will be finished by April 1, 
1913. The contract for this section 
has already been awarded, and the 
Transit Commissioners are working 
on the plans and specifications for the 
rest of the work. 

In building the station in Copley 
square the Transit CommiBBionerB are 
taking great care that the architectur- 
al beauty or the Bquare will be main- 
tained. 

PLYMOUTH THEATRE.— On next
